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gasoa. Though tho shelling had been 
veiy heuvy only com pure. liyely few 
warn lilt by Bhrupnel. Of course (bis 
wna i!ue to tho fact that there were 
u nuihber of shell holes there, and wo 
took ‘idvuntuge of their meagre protec- 
tion <s often as possible. 

Such was our first little spat. All 
would have been serene were thut all 
we had to do. Hut that was merely 
the beginning. All we had to do was 
to keep thut up for n week. One day 
we would be in the front line und on 
the next we would find thut we were 
In the third or fourth. The troops keep 
leap-frogging one another. Hut no 
matter where you ure during a drive 
you ar > alwuys liable to gas and shell- 
fire, which are, to my way of thinking, 
the two worst things of the whole lot. 
Machine gun and riflo fire do not wor- 
ry me when gas and shells ure flying. 

Well, 1 went through all of them 
for six days straight during the Ar 
gonne drive, and believe me it was 
merely God’s Providence which cur- 
ried me through. Will tell you all 
about ii later. Am still waiting trans- 
portation from the hospital. Hotter 
not write me, as 1 probably will not 
return

IN ARGONN£ FOREST DRIVE 

John f.yons of 41 Prospect street lias 
received the following letter from Ills 
son. Thomns. who was In the drive In 
the Argonne Forest: 


Somewhere in Fiance, 
Sunday, Dec. 1, l'J 18. 

At Inst 1 have enough tlmo on my 
hands when I can write you that let- 
ter f promised, telling you of my ex- 
periences during that little scrap wo 
had with the flelnles, In the lust drive 
of this great game of war. First of 
nil, our little spat began on Hallowe'en, 
nbout midnight. We were In tho front 
line trench then just nbout one hour. 
Jerry learned of our pieseneo some 
way or another, and gave us a warm 
reception by way of sending over u 
few high explosive shells, 

liiicklfy we werg in a deep trench 
and his. shells did no damage, as he 
made poUlirrigfe. hits, He.ipilMed down 
lifted nirhour or 'wo, mm then our ar- 
tillery opened up. Muybe Jerry did 
noi keep uulet then. Our barrage -had 
begun. It pla ye d. 11 owr <jhe territory 

in ffflwrr’d Bfittp fTTo 
next night. 

Hut during this time we were by 
no menus unoccupied. For at daylight 
on Nov. 1, we got the order “Up and 
at 'em boys!" "Over tho top you go!” 
And we went. Everything wont along 
ns smoothly as though wo were on 
purade (for nbout ten or twenty min- 
utes) until we came to tho bottom of 
n wooded hill. Our objective wus so 
mapped out that we must take that 
hill. 

Hut here Is where the tight began. 
The llelnles had "beaucoup" machine 
guns concealed there. Wliilo we wore 
maneuvering around, trying to get in 
position to take that hill, Jerry’s artil- 
lery began laying down a barrage di- 
rectly along our way to the wood. He 
sent over about all ho had In (ho lino 
of shrapnel, gas, and machine gun bul- 
lets, thereby holding us up for about 
an hour (though it seemed like a cen- 
tury); tlmo goes Blow when a fellow 
wants it to hurry, you know. 

Well, after dodging around from one 
shell hole to another, alwuys draw- 
ing nearer tho woods, we dually suc- 
ceeded in capturing a few of the mu- 
chine guns and their gunnem. Tim 
others had beaten a hasty retreat. 

Wo had lost some in wounded and

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GERMANS MUST PAY 

Kaiser’s Men Responsible for 
Millions of Murders. 

CANNOT PAY FOR LIVES LOST 


Nation Mutt Be Forced to Pay and 
Pay and Pay, Until It Haa 
Learned That Might la 
Not Right. 

By WRIGHT A. PATTERSON. 

There are In France nnd Belgium 
today very close to snnn.000 soldier 
graves that wonld not hnve been there 
had Germnny not started a wur of con- 
quest to gratify the selfish ambitions of 
a selfish people for world domination. 

In these grnves are burled the 
heroes of America, of England, of 

France, of Belgium, of Italy, of Can- 
ada. of Australia, of South Africa, of 

India, of Portugal, of Morocco, of 

t'hlna and other pnrts of the world. 
These heroes gnve their lives that the 
cruelly selfish plans of the Boche 
might be defeated; that the world 

might be a dwelling place for freemen 
and not for the slaves of autocracy. 

And the war In which they made 


! punish the nations that have commit- 
ted the most terrible crimes known to 
modern times, at least, by making the 
I npie of these nations work only that 
they may pay. 

Among the saddest sights to be 
found In the battle areas of Europe 
today Is the lonely grave, the little 
cross that stands by Itself and marks 
the spot where a soldier met death by 
a stray shell. There were many, many 
thousands of these seen nlong the 
sides of the thousand miles of road- 
wnj - s I covered In Belgium and north- 
ern France, and In very many cases 
they marked the spot where a Germnn 
shell had caught a transport driver as 
he guided Ids truck to or from the 
front. The hoys who lie in these lone- 
ly graves were heroic American hoys, 
heroic French boys, heroic British 
hoys, and they hnve paid the great 
price that the Boohe might not de- 
stroy the freedom of the world. They 
gnve their nil, and whatever the Bocho 
mny be made to pay will he small In 
comparison with this sacrifice. 

Nenr what was the city of Noyon 
one may see a striking comparison be- 
tween the methods of the Boche and 
those of the nations that hnve been 
fighting the Germans. Here lie hurled 
side by side both French and Germnn 
soldiers. Around each cemetery the 
French hnve built a fence. Over each 
French grave files a French flag, and 
on eneh German grave green boughs 
have been placed by the French. Such

the last great sacrifice was started by 
Germany only to gratify the selfish 
greed of a people who had been taught 
thut might Is right. 

I realized the tragic Interest of 
America In these graves as I walked 
over the hilltop at Gullllraont fai'gj, 
nenr fhe village of Bony, and fOu>J 
there two large cemeteries In whtfi 
American dead lie burled, I realized 
It anew as Gen. Henry Rnwlinson, 
commanding the Fourth British army, 
recounted to me the incidents of thut 
battle In which American troops made 
the first break In the Hindenhurg line, 
and when he told me of the wonderful 
galluntry of those Araerlcnn boys, “the 
most gallant troops that ever fought 
on a battlefield.’’ 

Today more than 1,000 of those gal- 
Innt American boys are burled in sol- 
dier graves on that battlefield, and Ut- 
ile wooden crosses murk their resting 
places. 

8evere Lesson for Germany. 

German money cannot pay for those 
lives, but that spirit of greed, of wan- 
tonnesn, of selfish ambition, that pro- 
duced the senseless, needless war In 
which they died, must be crushed, and 
It can be crushed only by making the 
German pay, and pay, and pay, until 
he has learned that might Is not right 
and that war for the purposes of con- 
quest and domination is not profitable. 

An American regiment, to which I 
had belonged some years ago, and In 
which were enrolled many personal 
friends, had fought on that field. As 
I walked beside the long rows of 
wooden crosses, and knew that some 
of them marked the resting places of 
my friends, 1 felt, as any other Ameri- 
can would hnve felt under the same 
conditions, that Germany must pay iu 
order thut Germany should leurn that 
might Is not right. 

I am sure that every father, every 
mother, every brother, every sister, 
every relative and friend of those 
American boys who are hurled on Eu- 
ropean battlefields will feel that Ger- 
many must pay and pay heavily for 
the desolation she has caused through- 
out the world. 

There Is on the Bomme battlefields, 
not far from what once was the beau- 
tiful little city of Peronne, a soldiers’ 
cemetery In which British troops are 
burled. On each little wooden cross 
hud been painted the name of the sol- 
dier burled beneuth it, us well as the 
letter of his company and the number 
of his battalion. In the onrush of the 
liuns last March this cemetery was 
taken, and the wuntou cruelty of the 
Boche is nowise better illustrated than 
by tiie fact that he went through that 
cemetery and painted out the names 
of these British dead. 

Should Pay to the Limit. 

Should the Boche not pay for such 
dastardly work us that? Should he 
not pay for attempting to deprive the 
relatives and friends of those British 
soldiers of koowing their final resting 
place, even though, thanks to the Brit- 
ish graves commission, the attempt 
will not be successful? He must pay 
the penalty Just as any other criminal 
must pay ths penalty for his crimes. 
The wotid cannot send un entire na- 
tion to Jtfl. but the world can today 


treatment for the German dead only 
emphasizes the need that Germany 
pay for the desecration of the graves 
of tho allied soldiers committed by her 
troops in France. 

Further Display of Impudence. 

Just ht the edge of the little French 
city of St. Mihiel, held bj{ the Ger- 
mans for four years and retaken by 
the American troops lute last summer. 
Is a German cemetery that stands as 
an Insult to the French people. Here 
are burled a large number of German 
officers. In this cemetery the German 
government erected a mugnlflcent 
marble shaft commemorating the valor 
of these German officers, and over the 
graves stand elaborate marble and 
granite monuments erected to the 
memory of these Gcrmun officers. 
These monuments have been erected 
on what has always been French soil, 
und they stand there as one of the 
greatest pieces of Impudence commit- 
ted by the German nation In this wur. 

This Is but another of the many, 
many Incidents that add to the seri- 
ousness of the crimes committed by 
the Boche, and for which he should 
pay. 

A very considerable portion of the 
soil of Belgium und northern France 
Is today given over to the graves of 
soldiers of the allies, and these sol- 
dier boys would not be deud, these 
graves would not be there, millions of : 
homes would not today De In mourn- 
ing, hud not a selfish people started a 
war for the purposes of conquest and 
loot ; a wur conducted with all the 
wantonness and cruelty of suvages. 
Why should Ihey not pay, und pay, 
and pay, until they find that an un- 
holy wur, such as they waged, Is the 
most unprofitable business iu which 
man cun engage? 

SPARROWS’ NESTS IN A SHIP 

Attracted by Grain and Not at All Af- 
fected by Noise, Birds Make 
Home There. 

A large tramp steamer had been 
towed Into a northeast coast port for , 
repairs. After having discharged her 
cargo of grain, she was placed In a 
dry dock, situated in the middle of a 
large ship-repairing establishment, 1 
with all the usual accornpuuiuient of 
noise from pneumatic hummers, steam j 
whistles, shouting of men, and other 
uoises'coiunion to all such works. 

The grain, of which there is always 
a good deal left about after the holds 
are swept up, attracted the sparrows 
In large numbers, and, as If guided by 
instiuet, they commenced to build 
nests in various parts of the ship. 
Undeterred by the noise or by the 
constant going and coming of the 
workmen, they reared their broods 
before the repairs were completed, 
and the vessel sailed. This Is believed 
to be a unique rase, for although the 
sparrow Is a bold bird, it needed some 
pluck to undertake borne buiidtng In 
such circumstances. The workmen ad 
mired the pluck of these boisterous, 
cheeky birds, and watched the proceed 
tngs to the flight of the youug birth 
with great interest.

| INVOLVES ADVANCE IDEAS 

Business Man Who Has Been Working 

in Washington Tells How Red Tupe 

Hamper'd— Dodging Blame for 

Building Locations. 

By ARTHUR W. DUNN. 

Washington. — As an evidence of the 
trend toward government control, 
which was given such an Impetus by 
our entry Into the war, a recent resolu- 
tion Introduced by Senator Kenyon of 
Iowa and adopted by tho senate may 
be cited. This resolution Instructed 
the committee on education ami labor 
to make numerous inquiries and rec- 
ommendations. which Included a trh 
bunal to settle difficulties between em- 
ployers and workmen; to further tho 
development of the United States em- 
ployment service; to prevent unem- 
ployment among workers; to promote 
better living conditions; possible ex- 
tension of the soldiers’ insurance law 
against unemployment, old age, etc.; 
the feasibility of a national minimum 
wage law; and the extending of voca- 
tional training und education to all 
people disabled by Injury or sickness. 
The senate committee is already inves- 
tigating this subject, and It may make 
a report favoring some, If not all, of 
the Idens outlined In the resolution. 
There are a great ninny public, men 
who believe It is the duty of the Unit- 
Mi States to take Into consideration nil 
:hese questions Involving employment 
ind the welfare of people who live by 
abor. Of course there must be a vnst 
imount of discussion of such a subject 
is tills before It reaches uuy stage of 
Snnllty. 

Thq big business men who came to 
Washington to help run affairs during 
the war bad some troubles of their 
own. which were explained by one of 
them about to depart. Ills work having 
been finished. He said that when he 
arrived In Washington he met quite 
a number of men with whom be had 
been more or less associated in busi- 
ness uffuirs and was informed by them 
that he would meet In Washington 
either “socialists or stuffed shirts.”

inent service and they mi 

means to block straightforward busi- 
ness methods; they were the red-tape 
artists; they were the men who were 
always digging up laws, .rules, regula- 
tions. precedents, etc., which wonld 
prove to the active business man that 
he could not pursue what he consid- 
ered common-sense methods. "Call 
them, nml 00 per cent of them are not 
there." was the way this business man 
who had been doing war work sized 
them up. He suld one reason why a 
great deal of war work had been suc- 
cessful wns beenuse the business men 
disregarded much of llie red tope and 
moth-eaten systems of the past. 

There lias been quite a long discus- 
sion In the senate on the housing prop- 
osition and a great deal of criticism of 
the project which covered the large 
Union Station plaza with structures 
Intended to house the many clerks that 
were overcrowding Washington. Dur- 
ing this criticism Senator McLean of 
Connecticut put the flat question to 
Senator lteed of Missouri us to who 
was responsible for locating these 
buildings. The Missouri senator, who 
Is chairman of the committee on pub- 
lic buildings and grounds, remarked 
that perhaps some member of the com- 
mittee could answer that question, and 
Senator Hardwick of Georgia, who 
had felt the heavy hand of the presi- 
dent In his recent contest for the sen- 
ate, did not hesitate to remark: “Mr. 
Ebllltz said that he and some of his 
people went around and flnully they 
got the president am] took him around 
und showed him those lots und he 
picked out the site. The president, of 
course, did it ull, Kldlltz snyu." Eid- 
litx Is the msin who had charge of the 
housing program. Seuutor Heed re- 
marked thut he “found It generally 
true thut when people do anything 
that gets unpopular they always, some 
way or other, sh.t thut the president 
did it."

The enormous program of relief 
work which the lted Cross has been 
carrying on in Europe will naturally 
dwindle as things begin to right tbeui- 
m-lves. Henry I*. Davison, chairman 
of the Red Cross wur council, outlined 
the sltuution In a statement us fol- 
lows: “The great tasks of fighting 
tuberculosis, promoting child welfare, 
and caring for refugees, with which 
the American lted Cross has concerned 
Itself so effectively In France, Italy 
and Belgium, will at an eurly date be 
assumed by the governments, the Red 
Cross organizations, und the relief so- 
cieties of those countries, which, now 
that they are releaaed from the terrific 
burden of waging war, naturally de- 
sire to take care of their own people." 

Although It Is generally believed

There Is nn effort being made to 
i prevent action In legislatures tills win- 
ter until the country bas had an ex-

j ly passed and signed hy President Wtl- 
| son. which goes Into effect July 1, 
11 ) 1 ». 

There has been quite nn object tes- 
| son ^or people In the national capital, 
I which Is dry hy legislation, hut which 
; Is rather wet hy renson of the various 
method-, thnt hnve been adopted to ob- 
tain Honors. Since the District of Co- 
lumbia was made dry by legislation 
we hnve become fnmlllnr with the 
terms “bootlegger,” “blind pig." “speak 
ensy” nnd stmllnr expressions which 
hnve always been used for the pur- 
pose or designating Illegal traffic In 
Intoxicating liquors. Perhaps there 
will lie nn opportunity to shut out 
whnt Is known ns the bootlegging 
process of bringing In liquor, nnd nlso 
the large shipments hy express which 
are now permitted, so long ns those 
who receive the liquor make affidavit 
that It Is for their "personal use." 
Senator Sheppard of Texas, who Is the 
author of most of the dry legislation, 
proposes to apply the Heed bone-dry 
Inw to the District, which would serve 
ns n good test ns to whether the na- 
tional cnpltal can he made actually 
dry. 

Vigorous language Is sometimes 
used In the senate. Senntor King of 
Utah, for Instance, In speaking about 
Hog Island, remarked thnt there wns 
"a great deal of vulgar robbery, steal- 
ing. thievery, hy men engaged In tho 
Hog island enterprise." Whereupon 
Senator Vnrdnmnn of Mississippi said 
thnt “the language employed by Sen- 
ator King, when we consider the prov- 
ocation. Is very moderate in character- 
ization of the subject." He went on to 
spenk more on the same subject, und 
said that the enterprise “Is the most 
shameful scheme to rob the public 
treasury that hus been entered Into 
since 1014." Naturally remarks like 
this have brought back rejoinders 
from those who are criticized, nnd n 
naval officer connected with the Hog 
Islnnd project has not hesitated to 
give the lie direct In Oeuylng these 
assertions. 

For several months the house 
of representatives struggled with 
water power and water conserva- 
tion hills. Bitter controversies arose 
over the subject.

They went to sleep snfely ami calm- 
ly In choice pigeonholes somewhere 
In the senute wing of the capitol. 
Month after month the senate dawdled 
along, holding sessions of a few hours, 
nnd adjourning two or three days at 
a time, but there never seemed to be 
any pressure to bring out these water 
power conservation bills. As a mut- 
ter of fact there was enough dynamite 
In those hills to have cuused discus- 
sion In the senate lasting a yeur or 
two. The house seems to have felt 
that It performed its duty when It 
sent the hills to the senate, und ns 
the measures were passed the mem- 
bers thought that It was good rid- 
dance. These conservation hills which 
have been before congress for so many 
years might well he under the heudiug 
of "wasted efforts In congress." 

Scores of hills have been Introduced 
iu both houses of congress providing 
that the uniforms which the enlisted 
men of the army have in their pos- 
session at the time they are mustered 
out of llie service may he retained by 
the men. Under present laws and 
regulations the uniforms of enlisted 
men must be returned to the nearest 
quartermaster within IK) days after 
the soldier bus been mustered out. 
Apparently everybody Is in favor of 
the proposition to allow these soldiers 
to retain their uniforms and the ouly 
thing thnt Is lacking Is the legislation. 

The senute for several duys hud 
been discussing the hulldlugs on whut 
is known as the Union Station plaza, 
u stretch of ground between the cap- 
itol und Union station which has 
been covered up with u lot of hideous- 
looking buildings which were to he 
used for housing war workers If the 
wur had continued. One day when 
the discussion hud been going on for 
some time Vice President Marshall 
stopped one of the dehuters in the 
corridor of the senute und remurked:

The 
shortage of nurses 
and medical men 
places the respon- 
sibility of family 
health as far as safely possible on the 
shoulders of the women in the home. 

There Is nothing so dangerous as 
“amateur nursing," that is giving med- 
icine without tiie doctor’s orders, hut 
then* are certain tilings she can safely 
do for them when they are sick. 

First of all don’t he afraid of "catch- 
ing" a contagious disease, imt take 
proper precautions, nnd then believe 
that you and your family will keep 
well. 

Remember that a grent number of 
communicable diseases are spread by 
actual contact with the germ causing 
them. These germs, as in t lie* cases 
of inlluenza and pneumonia, are ex- 
pelled into the air when the sick per- 
son coughs, sneezes, talks forcibly or 
carelessly expectorates. 

When you are nenr such a person 
protect yourself hy placing your hand- 
kerchief over your mouth and nose. 
When you cough or sneeze, whether 
sick or well, protect your neighbor by 
covering your own mouth and nose. 

Avoid crowds and stay our In the 
open air as much as possible. Stay 
away from poorly ventilated places, 
such ns moving picture theaters and 
crowded cars. I ain’t visit your neigh- 
bor .with u contagious disease unless 
your/ services are nVedcd. If you do 
go. take proper precautions not to in- 
hale the germ, and wash your hands 
after touching the patient or anything 
belonging to hint. 

Get plenty of sleep ; keep your bed- 
room windows wide open, hut don’t 
lot your body cot chilled, Use extra 
covering when necessary. Ignorance 
anil carelessness can spoil the best 
living conditions, and sometimes, 
even in the country, fresh air and sun- 
shine me excluded from sleeping and 
living rooms. Keep the living room 
well ventilated and not too warm. 

Never use common drinking cups, 
common towels, powder puffs belonging 
to someone else, and, above nil. keep 
the hands clean. It Is hardly pos- 
sible to overemphasize the importance 
of keeping the hands clean. 

The human hand Is a greal carrier 
of disease germs Imtli to and from 
the body. If unclean hands could he ) 
kept away from tho mouth especially 
and washed before touching food, I 
have no doubt that many diseases 
might he avoided. 

These measures are the purely me- 
chanical means of preventing the 
spread of contagion. It is reassuring 
to know, however, that a really well 
person is In little danger of contract- 
ing a contagious disease, if lie ob- 
serves reasonable precautions. 

A rundown condition, either from 
overwork or worry, is dangerous be- 
cause such a person more easily con- 
tracts disease. 

To stay well keep your body den i ; 
use water and soap frequently; change 
your clothes often, and wear wraps 
suituhle to the weather. 

Don’t take baths thut are either too 
hot or too cold. Warm Imtlis are llie 
best. Don’t eut too much food, hut 
drink plenty of wuter — ut least three 
pints a duy. 

If you are unable lo lie out of doors 
part of the day open the vlndows from 
time to time and breathe good fresh 
air Into your lungs. 

Observance of these few simple 
rules will lessen thy danger of con- 
tracting disease. 

EARLY RECOGNITION OF SYMP- 
TOMS 

There are certain early symptoms of 
disease that every mother of a family 
should know, in this time of war, 
regular nurses must take cure of the 
aoldlers iu tlo* camps, here und in 
France, und the women in the home 
must look ufw— the health of their 
own families us well as thut of their 
neighbors. 

Any Intelligent person eun recognize 
certain’ early symptom* of serious Ill- 
ness, such aw fever, cough, changes In 
the color of the skin. — ellheh too red 
ir too pale -autl any unuwuai ap- 
ra ranee of llie eyes. The other symp- 


toms. like pnln. tiredness nr groat 
thirst, tho patient will mention him* 

: self. 

Tho usual symptoms of In foot Inns 
1 disease Include fever, chill, sore throat, 
discharge from the nose nnd eyes, 
cough, headache, vomiting, looseness 
i of the bowels, or the opposite, consti- 
pation: nnd it general feeling of being 
j sick all over. The presence of any 
| of these symptoms indicates sickness 
and during an epidemic should be 
closely watched. Iu the case of so- 
called Spanish Inlluenza, the symp 
toms Include a feeling of weakness. 

| pains In the eyes, ears, head or hack 
1 and a feeling of being sore all over* 
The rise In temperature Is rapid, lull 
In most rases the pulse remains com- 
paratively slow. If you iuive a iher- 
: mometor. nnd know how to use It. you 
: will find the temperature rises to 100 
' or 104 degrees. Iu the case of children 
‘ it sometimes rises higher. 

The mouth temperature of a healthy 
person Is between 08 degrees and Off. 
Tills may vary according to the time 
; of the day. It Is not unusual for the 
mouth temperature of a healthy per 
| son to he as low ns 07 degrees In tho 
morning, or as high as Oft In the late 
I afternoon. The presence of fever Is 
an indication of sickness, and should 
he watched. 

The pulse rate of a normal man at 
j rest Is about 72 heats a minute; that 
■ "f a normal woman about 80 heats a 
i minute. To take the pulse rale, place 
I three fingers (not the thumb) on tin* 
i thumb side of the patient's wrist nnd 
j note the exact time by the second 
j hand of the watch. 

Any unusual changes in the face 
I should he especially noted ; whether It 
| Ik drawn, anxious, excited, dull and 
I tired, swollen or puffy under eyes. The 
j voice is a frequent Indication of wonk- 
i ness. Absence of nppetlte, loss of 
weight, extreme nervousness should 
also he watched, and, If taken In time, 
may prevent more serious trouble. 

I’aln Is a most Important symptom 
and should never be treated lightly. It 
does not occur In persons who are 
well. It Is nature’s danger signal. 

A great many serious diseases begin 
In this way, so. If someone In your 
family has these symptoms, put him lo 
bed. shut out the bright light — this 
does not mean thnt the room should lu* 
dark — have plenty of fresh air in th<* 
room and keep away visitors and other 
I members of the family. 

Persons are not always able to go 
to bed for an ordinary cold, hut there 
Is no doubt that they would, In the 
end, save time by so doing. 

Common colds sometimes spread 
through an entire family, when they 
could have been prevented by going 
to bed. and keeping other members of 
the family away. 

Common colds arc most contagious 
when they first start. One should 
avoid being near a person who shows 
signs of getting a cold, hy sneezing, 
coughing or any discharge from the 
nose. This will lessen the danger of 
contracting flu* more serious diseases 
like grippe. Influenza nnd pneumonia, 
mild cases of which may, at first, he 
mistaken for an ordinary cold. 

When possible, call a doctor the mo- 
ment tho person begins to feel sick; 
then follow ids directions absolutely. 

Curious Courtship. 

Mr. Horace Hutchinson, the natu- 
ralist, relates the story, told him hy a 
friend, of a swan and a pike, living 
on and in a small piece of ornamental 
water, becoming friendly. Wherever 
the swan went the pike went too, 
swimming alongside the bird. When 
the swan went ushore, it Is not re- 
lated that the pike tried to follow, but 
it is said that he waited beside tin* 
hank, swimming up and down in a for- 
lorn, distracted way, until the swan 
came hack again. It was a subject of 
some debate whether the swan return- 
ed tin attachment, until the pike died, 
and the swan was so overcome with 
grief at his loss thnt he pined away 
nnd soon died also. 

Farmhouses Modernized. 

As farmhouses become adapted to 
I the tnste of the women who nre, In 
so many cases, taking over their man- 
agement, It Is found that many of the 
old institutions of the farmhouse — 
the parlor, the many small root..* the 
dark halls — are disappearing. Parti- 
tions are torn out to make spacious 
living rooms; porches are added, and 
everything Is arranged for the utmost 
convenience of the housekeeper who 
Is also tender of the fields. — Exchange.

It was voted to donnte to the Spec- 
ial Aid headquarters the remaining 
supply of sock yarn belonging to the 
East Weymouth Special Aid, ns there 
will be no further local demand for 
knitted goods. 

All our energies must be devoted 
to the sewing of the refugee garments 
during the next two or three months, 
for . if the 50 million of desolate and 
homeless people are not cared for dur- 
ing the cold winter their suffering will 
be indescribable. Ships are going 
over often now, so just ns soon as 
a sufBcent number of garments are 
finished the Red Cross will rush them 
o\or to France and Belgium. 

Mrs. Ely, Chairman of the Branches 
for Metropolitan Boston, told the del- 
egates at the last meeting that if the 
women of the brunches would only 
regard this Refugee sewing as an 
emergency order, and push it though 
by February first, or March at the 
latest, they would have plenty of time

Self-Interest should prompt every 
properly owner nnd tenant to co-oper- 
ate with the officials of the fire depart- 
ment nnd of the fire-prevention bu- 
reau. Chief Loucks nnd Jacob II. 1111- 
kene, director of the fire-prevention 
bureau, hnve Instituted a system to 
“fight fires before they begin.” Semi- 
monthly Inspections are mode In every 
pnrt of the city and property owners 
arc warned to dean up rubbish nnd to 
take precautions ngnlnst fire, where 
such appear to he needed. 

The ennipnrnllve figures on fire 
waste In the United States nnd In Eu- 
ropean countries have been presented 
to American newspaper renders many 
times. The per cnpltn loss In this 
country Is ten to twenty times ns great 
as In some parts of the Old World. 
Much of that, to ho sure, Is due to the 
inference In materials and methods of 
conslructlng buildings. But n very 
large percentage may he charged to 
lur American carelessness. A large 
proportion of our fire waste Is pre- 
rentable nnd the Indianapolis officials 
ire working to eliminate that ele- 
ment. 

Fire wnste Is a burden to everybody 
ind all should bn active In helping to 
reduce It. The Insurance rates of a 
city or a nntlon are based on the 
losses the companies pny. The small- 
er the risk the lower the rates will he. 
The companies receive from policy- 
holders the money that Is paid out on 
are losses. The way In which to get 
lower Insurance rates Is to keep down 
losses. We are all Interested in that 
and each should do Ills or her part to 
make the Inspection system of the city 
thoroughly effective. — Indianapolis 
Star.

On Weymouth Cars 


A now fare system went into effect 
Wednesday on the Bay State Street 
railway. The minimum casli fare is 
10 cents and the fare by ticket 7c. 
It is provided that tickets may be 
purchased from condudtors at five 
for 35 cents. 

Pupils tickets may he purchased at 
one half the regular fare, and work- 
ingmen's tickets at 70 per cent of 
the cash fare. 

Under the new schedule now in 
effect the fores on the Weymouth 
routes are as follows, it being under- 
stood that the minimum faro iti all 
cases is 10 cents cash or 7 cents by 
ticket. 

East Weymouth to Thomas Corner 
North Weymouth, 5 cents. Beyond 
that point to Quincy or Neponset, 10 
cents, or by ticket from East Wey- 
mouth to Quincy or Neponset for 12c. 

Braintree depot to Lincoln sqquare 
Weymouth, 5 cents. Norfolk square, 
Braintree, to Commercial square, East 
Weymouth 5c. From Braintree to 
East Weymouth by ticket, 7c. 

Weymouth Landing to Quincy or 
Neponset, 10c cash or 7c by ticket. 

Braintree depot to Lincoln square, 
5c. Norfolk square to junction of 
Front and Mill streets, 5c. Continu- 
ing to Columbian square, South Wey- 
mouth, 5c. Continuing to Rockland 
5c. By ticket to South Weymouth, 


12c. From South Weymouth to Rock- 
land, 10c crash or 7c by ticket. 

From East Weymouth to West 
Bingham depot, 5c. Or from East 
Weymouth to Hingham by ticket. 7c. 

From East Weymouth to Pratt 
school on Pleasant street, 5c. Contin- 
uing to Columbian square, South Wey- 
mouth, 5c. Continuing to South Wey- 
mouth depot Be. Any two zones by 
ticked, 7c. 

From North Weymouth to Fort 
Point 5c, minimum fare 10c e-ash or 
7c by ticket. 

It is understood that the fare from 
East Weymouth to Fort Point is 10c 
cash or 7c by ticket, and the fare 
to the Quincy Point bridge should 
he the same, but oil this point the 
new schedule is not clear. 

The so-called “Quincy Zone” has 
been enlarged and now includes all 
the city: also as far as Thomas 

corner, North Weymouth: via Quincy 
avenue to Weymouth Landing: on the 
Brockton route as far as the Braintree 
depot, and beyond West Quincy as 
the East Milton depot. The fare in 
the Quincy zone is 10c cash, or 7c by 
ticket. To East Weymouth an add- 
itional 5c. 

Old tickets are no longer good but 
nmy be redeemed.

M.\ Dear Mrs. Perry: 

What a very pleasant surprise for 
me yesterday when 1 readied the 
cherry Christinas greeting and much 
appreciated token from the East Wey- 
mouth Special Aid Society. It is al- 
ways a great inspiration to us “over 
here” to know that our folks ‘‘over 
there" are constantly with us in 
thoughts and deeds to uphold before 
tin- whole world that Divine principle 
for which our dear old United States 
of America have always stood: “Lib- 
erty and Freedom, for All and For- 
ever." 

This Christmastime, I am sure, is 
the greatest und happiest that has 
ever been known. Although distances 
far away separate us from those 
whom we love, and from the dear 
ones who have given their lives for 
the noble cause to keep the world 
free, the • inmost ties that hind us 
are more entwined than ever. 

Now that operations have ceased 
and peace is upon us, we are all 
waiting and working patiently to be 
returned to America. The 82nd left 
the front *at the Argonne Forest the 
30tli of Octobe and einde then we 
have been gradually working our way 
southward, until now our lolnlion is 
between Emigres and Dijon in the 
Eastern part of France, about 250 kil- 
ometers, or miles from Paris. Our 
headquartes is at the small town of 
Pauthony. Now that most of the res- 
trictions on correspondence have been 
removed, it seems nice to he able to 
tell our locations. 

When we first came to France, our 
division entered the region north of 
Toul and Nancy, and remained there 
untli the first of October. In the St. 
Mihiel drive, the doughboys of tbe 
“AH American" saw their first heavy 
action. From there a move was made 
to Argonne, west of Verdun and the 
Meuse liver. There we were in some 
of the hottest fighting of the whole 
war. For a mouth, our headquarters 
was well within the range of enemy 
artillery, and up ahead of many of 
our own 'guns. Shells dropped close 
enough to kill horses right at the gate 
of the chateau; tbe strangest part 
however, was that none landed in the 
building itself (wbat was left of it 
after tbe Boucbe retreated) during tbe 
several weeks of oar stay. 


In the drafting room where 1 have | 
been worklhg. the work got a bit 1 
slack in t lie Topo. department during j 
tlie drive, so several of us asked Major j 
Lee to be allowed to act as observers ! 
in the divisional observation posts, j 
l was there nine days hut they were | 
nine days of wonderful experiences, 
and I wish I could have stayed longer, j 
Hatts off to the doughboys! It is they 
who have suffered most in this wqr 
and wemiist give them the credit they | 
deserve.

At the request of the Selectmen, I desire to call attention to 
the importance of Registration of Returned Soldiers, Suitors and 
.Marines — in fact ALL the men and women of Weymouth who 
were in any branch of the service in the World War. Later, 
Weymouth will want to honor all “Her Roys." and il is important 
that her “Roll of Honor” shall he complete. 

Let me quote from a communication received from Jesse K. 
Stevens, the adjutant general : 

“At the request of the Committee appointed by the Governor 
to welcome the soldiers, sailors und murines returning home, i 
have the honor to inform you that the Honorable Secretary of 
War and the Honorable Secretary of the Navy have been requested 
to issue u General Order to all Camp Commanders to notify »"1 
otlleers and men about to he discharged from the service to 
immediately register with the city or town clerk of their home- 
towns upon returning home. 

“This is done so that every city and town may obtain a 
complete list of every man who has served in the Army, Navy or 
Marine Corps. 

“To assist you in this work and in order that the work of 
registration may Ire uniform, 1 am inclosing a form of card used 
by this ohlee in obtaining the records of all discharged men, and 
suggest that a similar course be followed by yoor city or town.’’ 

At an early date this office will have registration cards, and 
urges all who have been in Service to register.

OVER THE TOP— No. 55. 

On Active Service with the 
Am. E. F., Oct. 4, 1918. 

I wish the easy flow and proper 
words could come more rapidly and pic- 
turesquely enough to allow one to give 
you a realistic and correct detail des- 
cription of my present position. I will 
attempt it. The result you must pass 
upon. In a small town not so many 
days ago held by the enemy, finds iuo 
tilts cloudy forenoon seated lialf way 
up a side hill; my right side and 
back touching walls at right angles, 
belli old ruins. 

Tlic whole town is in ruins; only 
two buildings with any kind of a roof. 
Below me, the road, busy and noisy 
with nil kinds of traffic. Parrulel to 
it a small brook, crossed by n small 
bridge which carries you up a little 
grade to the other part of the town. 
Tills town a little different from 
most of the towns, they have just one 
winding street lined with red tile 
stone buildings; this town has two, or 
perhaps you can call it one in the 
shape of a letter U. 

Under the sheltering side of the hill 
where I sit, I see the shells fall 
frequently across the canyon on the 
opposite side hill. They seem to fall 
around an old church site, ruins of 
walls on two sides tell us it was an 
old church. Had to he over the other 
side early this morning on guard, one 
or two of the shells strikingg nearby 
sent up a shower of dust, ami a little 
odor of gas that necessitated the use 
and need of gas masks for a few 
minutes. 

Around on nearby hills the Allies 
guns are pffhnding out often noisy and 
loudly so that one can hardly hear 
himself talk. A barrage started about 
5.30 A. M i and they are still at it. 
Early, before daybreak, or daylight, 
the skv was all illuminated. 

THUS THE SHELLS WHIZZ OVER 
OUR HEADS BOUND FOR THE 
HUNS. AND THEIRS ONCE IN A 
WHILE BREAK NEAR US. 

At this very minute the anti-air- 
craft guns are bombing away at a 
Hun that lias dared to cross the lines. 
Now lie appears anxious to got back 
again. Thus you can see, all is noisy 
and exciting all around, making it 
hard to even write. 

This is as far as I got with my letter 
when an order is just being passed 
along from one dugout to another, to 
pack up and move to the rear some 
three miles. The Division (the 91st) 
has just been relieved to retire for 
a little rest. They have been busily 
engaged for almost a week now, longer 
than it is generally given’ to boys 
going over the top; generally only 
two or three days. 

The boys have done wonderfully 
well, often against great odds and in- 
conveniences, and deserve a lot of 
credit and praise. My, I wish I 
could tell you some of the tales we 
hear, how bravo they are, sometimes 
with painful injuries, they want to 
be patched up and allowed to go 
back again. Refusing food or drink 
I thinking it will be robbing some other 
wounded pal of iiis share, when they 
themselves have not eaten very much 
the last few days. 

Have just read Mrs. Royal’s letter 
in the Quincy Ledger of Aug. 0, and 
please tell everybody conditions and 
words are true, and the work of 
the Red Cross should be greatly and 
liberally supported and encouraged. 

To return to my story, Friday noon 
Oct. 4, wo moved back, hiking slowly, 
though the boys tired but happy at 
the thought that t He Huns behind 
them were STILL RUNNING. This 
writings finds me in my pup tent, 
after a good night's rest, arising late, 
with a late breakfast of deicious hot 
cakes, t He balance of the forenoon 
only one hour, us it is now 11 A. M. 
With Davis I am spending a little 
time making our tent comfortable, by 
again puting in the side wals, gity* 8 
us a larger inside men, broad and 
high. Have just finished a doliclops 
Hot dinner, or you may call it supper 
for it is 5 P. M. Took a few min- 
utes to scan tile papers tliai have must 
fortunately arrived today, that will 
make it pleasant to read jjver Sunday.

Thousand* Saved Country By 8choo! 
Children Caring For "Orphans.” — 
Endicott Urges Still Greater Food 
Conservation. 


SUU greater conservation of food is 
ttio mibatarrce of an appeal from Hen- 
ry B. Endicott. He says that the 
Portage of food in Europe will be felt 
dally in 50.000,000 homes before the 
next harve.it. "With hundreds of mil- 
lions of persons close to starvation," 
he declares, "we, in the granary of the 
worhl, must realize that wo must not 
slacken in conservation because the 
war is over, bat, rather, that we must 
save more." 

"FV>r more than four yowrs,” bo con- 
Unues. "untold numbers of men in KXi 
rope usually engaged In food produc- 
tion have not touched a plow, nor *»■- 
nered a bushel of wheat. All their 
efforts were expended in fighting. To 
day. facing a winter giving promise of 
nothing but famine, the people look to 
America for help. 

“This we have promised them. Rut 
bad we never made that promise it 
still would bo our duty to aid them. 
Belgium, unsolicited, offered itself to 
save civilization. It made the sacri- 
fice. Similar sacrifices were made by 
the other allied countries. In common 
Justice wo should repay them. 

“That obligation rests upon every 
man and woman in the United States 
We can meet it in only one way — by 
refiolving to save and save and save 
The people have given their word that 
they will do this. I know they will."

All stigar regulations applying to 
consumers, retail grocers and public 

eating places., have been removed by 
the Food Administration for Massa- 
chusetts, with the exception of the 
provisions of the Federal Act which 
seeks to regulate the margin of profit 
and to prevent hoarding. 

The three-pound per person limita- 
tion ba.s also been removed, according 
to an announcement by Edward Wig 
glesworth, chief of the sugar division, 
While the four pound rule, which waa 
to have been put into effect December 
15, will now be dropped. 

The State Food Administration is 
still to check hoarding, the profiteer- 
ing. which means, according to the 
officials, that only a normal supply or 
five pounds per person, should he used 
They i>oinl out that the act of Con- 
gress governing the sugar supply has 
not been repealed and that conse- 
quently the one month’s supply regu- 
lation Is still In effect. 

However, the open sugar bowl may 
be used on the restaurant table and 
sugar may be used at moals and for 
cooking as before the war. 

In towns and cities where sugar 
cards are used the question of their 
continuance is loft to tho grocers 
themselves. Pledge slips, effect of 
November 15, and staling that the 
signer would' not use more than three 
pounds a month will no longer t>e used.

■War-time restrictions of every kind 
on the ronsumpthm of sugar, both as 
they affect the cpnw nm er and the 
manufacturer, will probably be re- 
moved by February 1, according to an 
announcement of Assistant Food Ad- 
nlntstrator Ratshesky. 

Beginning with that date, grocers 
and other dealers will be permitted 
» dispose of sugar under what will 
virtually be pre-war conditions For 
tlio last year their output has been 
curtailed from 50 to 100 per cenL 

Distribution of sugar under the 
•ertlflcote system will be discontin- 
ictl December 1, under an order issued 
tho food administration. In an- 
uouncing the order tb« administra- 
tion emphasized that requests for 
conservation of sugar were in no way 
modified Domestic consume-’, it 
was said, will he expected to observe 
the voluntary ration of tour pounds 
per person a month and public eating 
places will be required to use only 
four pounds of sugar for each 90 
meals served.

THE WEEKLY NEWSPAPER 

The enormous increase in the cost 
of print paper was not caused by the 
war, and oven now that the war lias 
ended the publisher will still have that 
to contend with, says, an exchange. 
Those who are best informed believe 
the day of cheap print paper is over, 
and consequently the cheap newspa- 
per. 

No reason can be given why any- 
body should expect to receive his 
newspaper for a fraction of what it 
costs to publish it. The newspapers 
may have only themselves to blame 
for their troubles. The story of the 
cheap subscription price is a story 
intimately interwoven with newspaper 
history. The newspaper was sent out 
in America first ns an organ of pub- 
lic opinion and, more a political pam- 
phlet than a purveyor of news, was 
frequently distributed like a handbill, 
free of cost. 

But that lias nothing to do with the 
practical question in every community 
now whether the local newspaper 
should be permitted to die because 
the reader has gotten into the low 
subscription price habit. 

There will not only be a distinct 
loss to the village that permits its 
little local news gatherer to go to the 
wall in times like these, but in the 
end a distinct loss to the state.

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GERMANY MUST PAY 

Important Commercial Centers 
Destroyed Beyond Repair. 

PEOPLE ARE LEFT HOMELESS 


Country Should Be Forced to Pay for 
Ruth leu Destruction ae Far aa 
Within the Power of Ita 
People. 

By WRIOHT A. PATTER80N. 

In August, 1014, the city of Lens In 
northern France was n prosperous 
community of close to 00,000 people. It 
wns known as the Pittsburgh of 
France, nml Its coal Helds were the 
one great source of supply of fuel for 
the nation. Its steel and Iron mills 
supplied much of the mnterlal for 
French railroads, shipbuilding and 
other Industries. Its people were In- 
dustrious and thrifty, living In com- 
fortable homes, surrounded by the 
modest luxuries of an Industrial com- 
munity. 

All thnt Is left of Lens today Is a 
crumbling pile of debris. No single 
wall of the city Is still standing, and 
hardly n pleCQ, of a-wull as much ns 
ten feet square enn be seen amid the 
terrible ruins. Both the buildings 
and the machinery of Its factories are 
gone completely. Its coal mines are 
flooded and the machinery with which 
they were operated has been destroyed. 

And all this because Germany start- 
ed a war for the purpose of conquest ; 
a war In which no principle other thnn 
that of selfishness wns Involved. To- 
day Germany Is a crushed nation. Her 
plans for world domination miscarried, 
her armies have been defeated, but 
before these things happened the city 
of Lens had been destroyed. 

I stood amid the ruins of what had 
once been the attractive and prosper- 
ous Industrial community of Lens and 
watched hundreds of her people who 
had returned after the Germans had 
been driven back, as they searched for 
the spots on which their homes had 
once stood, as they dug Into the debris 


they can be made to pay for them to 
far as dollars con pay. 

And with the passing of this city 
there passed away ninny thousand 
lives of British soldiers who today lie 
burled around the place they so brave- 
ly defended. One possibly better re 
allr.es here the terrors of this war than 
at any other one spot. Here the Ger- 
mans held the hills to the east of the 
city, and the British defenders occu- 
pied the low-lying fields between the 
hills and the city. For them dugouts 
or deep trenches were out of the ques- 
tion as the land Is but little above 
sen level. And here, In what Is almost 
a marsh, the British Tommies lay 
month after month, through winter and 
summer, a fair target for the Boche 
guns on the nearby hills. 

When I wns In Ypres late In Octo- , 
her, many of the people to whom It 
had been home, were there digging 
hopelessly In the rubbish In a vain ef- 
fort to find some small thing that could 
he associated with the homes thnt the 
Germans had destroyed In their effort 
to secure world domination by a war 
of conquest. 

City of Walls Only. 

The city of Menln In Belgium, wna 
not shelled by either army, and yet It 
Is a city that Germany should pay for. 
The walls of Menln nre standing, but 
It Is n city of walls only. The floors, 
the roofs, the joists, the doors and win- 
dows and the door and window casings 
nre gone, all torn out by the Invading 
Boche, with the result thnt the people 
of Menln are ns homeless ns the peo- 
ple of Lens and Ypres and hundreds of 
other cities and towns In the Invaded 
countries. 

I rode through devastated Armen- 
tleres, Ballleul, La Bnssee, Douul, 
Cambria, Rolsel, Peronne, Albert, Ar- 
ras, St. Quentin, Gulscard, Noyon, I 
Chnuny, Thlnucourt, Vlgneulles and 1 
hundreds of smaller towns, and the 
story of devastation was always the 
same, with but little variation, devas- 
tation enused by the Boche, and for 
which the Boche should pay, and for , 
which the price assessed will never be 1 
high enough. 

In rauny ways the hellishness of the 
Boche has been demonstrated. The , 
city of Arras has not suffered such 
complete destruction ns has fallen 
upon many other cities.

To be sure, the city of Lens was de- 
stroyed by shells fired lurgely from 
British guns. But they were fired into 
the city because the Invading Ger- 
mans In the city must be driven 
out that not only France, but the 
world, might be freed of the menace 
of German domination ; and the debris 
that once was Lens stands today as 
a striking monument to German greed 
and t< the uceurucy uud efficiency of 
British artillery. 

Could the people of America hnve 
seen the people searching those ruins 
as I suw them ; could they huve seen 
the teurs as I suw them they would 
huve suld, us I said, Germany must 
pay, and she must continue to pay 
until this fair city uud many, many 
others like it, have been restored ; 
until these people und their descend- 
ants are aguln the happy, prosperous, 
contented people they were before the 
hell of Germun wantonness and selfish- 
ness wus let loose In 1014. 

What happened in I^ns has hap- 
pened lu muny other cities uud towns 
in France, in Belgium', lu Italy, in 
Serbia, 1* Koumauia. lu Polund, und 
for all of them Germany und her al- 
lies should puy, uud puy, und pay. 

Cruel Fate of Ypres. 

Another example of the helllsbness 
of this German war of conquest U seen 
In what was ouce the beautiful und 
historic city of Ypres, lu Belgium. 
This town is today but oue muss of 
rulus. Its wonderful Cloth Hull and 
St. Murtin’s church, both considered 
among the marvels of Europe and both 
(biting back to the thirteenth century, 
are gone, never to be restored. There 
is no way by which the Germans can 
give back to the world these beauti- 
ful monuments of past centuries, but , 


the cathedral, nnd day after day, week 
after week and month lifter month 
they continued to pour u rain of metul 
upon this beautiful old church until 
today It is nothing hut a mass of pow- 
dered stone. Germany cannot give 
back that cathedral of Arras, but she 
can pay und should pay for the need- 
less, senseless destruction.

DO YOU YAWN AT CONCERTS? 

If So, There Is a Reason, Which Is 
Thus Explained by Modern 

Song Writer. * 

If a person yawns during a sym- 
phony coucert und twists his program 
Instead of being absorbed in classical 
music It may not be his fuult. It may 
be due to an undeveloped pituitary 
body, which is locuted in the brain, 
back of the temples.

Don’t allow more than one person In 
the sick room nt n time, unless needed 
to help in lifting or moving, and keep 
away other members of the family. 

Only .the patient should occupy the 
bedroom, and It Is Important to re- 
member that all sick people ore sensi- 
tive to noises; such as flapping cur- 
tains, squeaky doors and rocking chairs, 
rattling windows, ticking clocks, stick- 
ing bureau drawers, rustling newspa- 
pers or over-starched skirts. Never 
whisper In the sickroom ; It annoys the 
putlent. 

If there senis to he high fever, se- 
vere headache, cold applications on 
the head will relieve. If the putlent 
complains of chill, or feeling cold, put 
hot water bottles, securely corked and 
well covered, nt the hack and feet. 

Give the patient plenty of cold wa- 
ter to drink ; It helps to wash awuy 
the wastes from his system. 

If his throat Is sore, have him gar- 
gle It with salt water — one teaspoonful 
to u pint of boiling water. Cold or 
hot applications on the throat are 
soothing. 

Give no medicine unless ordered to 
do so by the doctor, with the possible 
exception of a mild dose of castor oil, 
If needed. Don’t tnke It unless need- 
ed, however. It Is unwise to give a 
physic ns a routine measure. 

Don’t kill the patient with kindness, 
nnd don’t overfeed him. If there Is 
fever, give him milk and strained 
broths ; If there Is no fever ho may 
have, In addition to the milk and broth, 
tea, toast, plain boiled rice, or the 
lighter cereals. 

It Is highly Important that certain 
dishes and cooking utensils he set 
aside for the sole use of the patient. 
If It Is Impossible to wash them there, 
they should he carried In a pan to the 
kitchen, and boiled before washing. 

Scraps of food left on the tray after 
the patient has eaten should he put 
lu a paper hag and burned. 

The* person earing for the patient 
should remember to wash her hands 
frequently, especially before leaving 
the room to mingle with other mem- 
bers of the family. She must also re- 
member, for her own protection, to 
keep her hands away from her mouth 
und nose at nil times. It Is said thnt 
1K1 per cent of contagious diseases are 
taken through the mouth and nose. 

If the sickroom Is sept well aired, 
clean and tidy, disinfectants will not 
lie necessary, nnd should not ho used 
unless a physician advises. All un- 
nqcessury furniture should he removed 
from the sickroom, so iliut It cun 
he easily cleaned. Remove dust from 
the floor und carpet with a dump 
cloth wrapped around the broom. 

Use clean cloths or paper napkins 
to remove the discharges from the 
mouth and nose. Burn these after be- 
ing used. Old cloths and cotton used 
to receive uny other discharges, Includ- 
ing vomit material, should be plueed 
in a paper bug und burned Immedi- 
ately. 

Soiled handkerchiefs, which may not 
he burned, should not he plueed uuder 
the pillow; they help to spread the dis- 
ease. Keep them In a paper bag 
near the bedside. Before being sent 
to the laundry, they should he put lu 
a pan filled with water und u little 
washing soda and hotted. 

In order to keep from breathing In 
the germs of Influenza und pneuinonlu, 
which are expelled into the air from 
the patient, the attendant should 
wear u contagion mask. This is mude 
hy folding together six thicknesses of 
gauze, eight Inches square und at- 
taching tapes to the four corners. Tie 
the mask over the mouth and unite. 

It is very unwise for the person who 
has been seriously III •*» get up ton 
soon, or try to go to work until they 
are feeling entirely well und strong. 

KITCHEN HYGIENE 

A clean, well cured for house is de- 
sirable for all times, hut a clean 
kitchen is uu absolute necessity in 


maintaining health and preventing the 
spread of disease. 

The most scrupulous cure should he 
exercised wherever final Is stored nnd 
prepared. 

He sure that no germs nre nlhuved 
to live In the place where food for the 
entire family Is prepared. 

The kitchen, as far ns possible, 
should he bright, nlry, easy to clean, 
and should hnve no dark corners. 

All cooking utensils should ho thor- 
oughly washed, scalded and dried be- 
fore they nre put nwny. The dnnger 
of using badly washed dishes Is evi- 
dent to everyone. 

When sinks and shelves nre washed, 
dirty water should not he nllowed to 
stand In the ernrks to draw Insects 
and breed germs. 

I>lsh cloths and towels should he 
washed and boiled after using, nnd If 
possible dried In the sun. The sun 
und fresh air are the best germ killers 
In tile world. 

Every place where food Is kept 
should have constant care. The refrig- 
erator must be kept absolutely clean; 
all movable parts should he taken out 
of It and thoroughly washed once a 
week. At that time the pipes nnd 
drains should he cleaned, racks thor- 
oughly washed with hot water und 
soap suds, rinsed, placed In the sun 
and aired, nnd the Interior rinsed with 
hot water, and then cold water, dried 
and left to air for an hour. 

Too much emphasis cannot he placed 
on the Importance of special rare for 
all dishes and cooking utensils sent 
to the kitchen front the sick room. 
They should he scalded before drying. 
At thi> termination of the Illness, such 
dishes should he boiled briskly for leu 
minutes before being returned for gen- 
eral use. 'I 

The same set of dishes for the p i- 
tlent should be used every duy and 
kept In a place separate from the fam- 
ily dishes. If no safe pluco can he 
found, they should In? kept in the pa- 
tient’s room covered with u clean 
napkin until needed. 

Attention should also he paid to 1 lie- 
hands of the person cooking. They 
should he washed always before han- 
dling food. After using t lie handker- 
chief or coming In direct contact with 
the nose or mouth, wash the bunds be- 
fore touching the food. 

Cure should be taken not to cough 
or sneeze in the neighborhood of food, 
especially food to he eaten raw, and If 
the person cooking has a had cold she 
should take particular care to keep her 
hands eleun. 

Food for the sick should always be 
most enrefully prepared, and be us in- 
vitingly served as possible. 

Trays, dishes, tray cloths and nap- 
kins for the patient must be abso- 
lutely clean. Paper napkins ure better 
than soiled linen. 

The trays should not be overloaded 
with food. The sight of too much food 
frequently takes away the uppetlte. 
It is safer to efr-on the side of serv- 
ing too little than too HJJlfh- 

Food left on the patient’s 
be burned ; It should uot he cutel^HlL 
anyone else, or placed in the pantry 
or refrigerator with other food. 

Keep the kitchen clean, keep the 
food clean nnd lessen the danger of In- 
fection from thut point. 

Famous Old London Building. 

The appointment of licuteuunt of 
the Tower of London carries with It 
tin* tenure of the lieutenant’s house, 
which boasts of historical associations. 
If ever any house did. It wus built In 
the reign of Henry VIII, and was used 
as a prison for More, Surrey, Essex, 
Coke, Jeremy Taeylor, William Penn 
nnd Algernon Sydney. There are two 
other small houses provided for the 
lieutenant’s servants, and in these 
Lady Jane Grey was held captive and 
Sir Walter Raleigh wrote Ills “History 
of the World.” In those “good old 
days” the fees charged the prisoners 
added quite materially to the lieuten- 
ant’s salury. ,

The Citizens of Weymoi'th are calling 
for the Trackleas Trolley. Unanim- 
ously Endorsed by the Town Plan- 
ning Board, and by the Pond Plain 
Improvement Association, and the 
Selectmen have voted for a Public 
Hearing to be held Friday evening, 
January 31st. 

The widespread employment of the 
trackless trolley In foreign countries 
and Its demonstrated efficiency prac- 
tically and economically, prove its 
capacity for meeting the crying needs 
of Weymouth. 

Not alone in our own town hut every- 
where throughout the United States, 
street railway systems are in financial 
distress and in process of collapse, 
(he same being largely due to the 
tremendous cost of rail-and-roadbed 
maintenance. 

Rails and roadbeds make profit im- 
possible except for important track 
lines on which traffic is heavy day 
and night throughout the year. 

Branch track lines, it is demonstra- 
ted, do not feed the main lines. On 
the contrary, instead of feeding they 
feed upon the main lines to such an 
extent that eventually they suck them 
dry. 

Of itself nlone, practically every 
way could or should make a reason- 
able profit every year. 

Of itself alone, practicall every 
branch street railway line is a finan- 
cial failure from the day it starts. 

Yet increasingly greater transpor- 
tation facilities are needed to accom- 
modate the people at low fares in

Repose and 
genuine homeliness, the right use of 
materials, tho application of thought 
and good taste to produce graceful 
proportion and picturesque balance — 
those are some of the elements help- 
ing to harmonize a cottnge home with 
11 s environment without adding any- 
thing to the money expenditure. 

Let us examine our historical cot- 
tages and try to discover by analysis 
whence comes their beauty. We shall 
find that the old builders made direct 
for comfort and convenience — ns they 
then regarded It — without troubling 
overmuch uhout ornament. And by 
force of circumstances they were com- 
pelled to use only the building ma- 
terials nt hand. 

What nn ohjeet lesson for us today! 

Loenl materials are still cheaper 
than those from u distance. They al- 
so “weather” better, besides looking 
more suitable. Slates, for Instance, 
are jarring nnd out of keeping in clay 
districts. And where stone Is avail- 
able, bright red bricks offend nature 
ns well as the neighbors. 

Forty per cent of the cost of a house 
Is spent on walling. A legitimate 
means of saving in this direction Is to 
reduce the height of buildings. This 
can be done without tuklng awuy from 
the floor urea, which Is so Important. 
Moreover, lofty rooms ure not neces- 
sarily healthier than low rooms, for 
tall windows und other kinds of ven- 
tilation can easily he provided. 

And (lie lower u cottnge is nnd the 
more spreading its lines, the more pic- 
turesque will It be.

When Englnnd went to war with 
Germany on the fourth of August, 1914, 
the British sea scouts were collected 
In large numbers for some sen scout- 
ing practices and the regatta in the 
Isle of Wight.

Druin off the water und slow- 
ly sift from a pepper box one-eighth 
ounce powdered strychnine (alkaloid 
preferred) mixed with nn equnl weight 
of baking soda. Stir constantly to 
distribute the poison evenly. An ounce 
of strychnine will poison a bushel of 
cut halt. Keep all poison containers 
plainly labeled and out of reach of 
children, irresponsible persons nnd 
live stock. Remember, clean cultiva- 
tion, where practicable, will keep mice 
In check. In sod or sod mulch or- 
chards make mouse lighting a system- 
atic anutinl practice.

supply will go and what kind of dishes 
she can prepare from them. To begin 
with, she should remember that tho 
usefulness of those foods Is not de- 
pendent on the form in which they are 
served, providing, of course, they are 
prepared in wholesome wuys. For ex- 
ample, an egg used In the preparation 
of muffins, corn bread, custard or Ice 
cream goes ns far toward making body 
protein as when it Is boiled or poached. 

Most housekeepers serve a central 
dish of meat or meat substitute for 
dinner and for luncheon or supper and 
some serve such a dish for breakfast. 
This habit hns the advantage of assur- 
ing a regular supply of the complete 
protein foods, but it may lead to tho 
use of unnecessarily large amounts of 
them. A menl may bo quite unusual 
In form and yet perfectly nutritious. 
It inny consist of an unstrained moat 
soup containing the meat Itself, with 
bread, or of cottage cheese with bread, 
butter, fruit, and vegetables. Or, It 
may seem to consist of dessert only, 
ns when strawberry shortcake with 
milk as n beverage constitutes a sup- 
per or luncheon. 

The total amount of complete-protein 
food decided ou by the housekeeper as 
desirable for her family may be served 
ehlelly In the form of a central meat 
dish, or in the form of soups, vege- 
table dishes, and desserts ns the fol- 
low ing list suggests :

In planning meals nnd when buying 
supplies, it is well to think of the fol- 
lowing foods us In a class by them- 
selves: Milk, eggs, cheese of ail kinds, 
meats (excepting suit pork nnd bacon), 
poultry, lish and sen food. These foods 
are grouped together because they pro- 
vide what is now called adequate or 
complete protein or protein combina- 
tions. The term "adequate” or ••com- 
plete" Is used iu connection with these 
proteins because of their important re- 
lation to the proteins of the body. 

Protein is an essential part of all the 
tissues of the body, Including the mus- 
cles, the blood, and the organs. The 
material out of which body protein is 
made Is constantly changing. It is 
sometimes said that the muscles and 
other tissues of the body “wear out" 
and are in constant need of "repair." 
This is not an apt description of what 
really takes place, for it suggests pe- 
riods of disorder in the body followed 
by periods of strength and well-being. 
As a mutter of fact, the process by 
which body proteins take In new mate- 
rial to replace the old is a perfectly 
normal nnd healthy one which involves 
no "wearing out." The process does, 
however, creute a never-ending demand 
for protein materials in the food. 

Two Kinds of Proteins. 

The proteins of the diet nre found 
chiefly in two classes of materials. To 
the first class belong milk, eggs, cheese, 
and flesh foods, all of which ure rela- 
tively expensive under most conditions 
of living, and to the second belong tin* 
cereals (wheat, outs, corn, barley, rice 
and rye), nnd also beans, peas, and 
eowpeus, all of which un* relatively 
cheap. There Is an important differ- 
ence between the proteins of these two 
classes of foods. The first ure com- 
plete and the second incomplete. This 
means thut of the "building stones," or. 
as chemists say. the nmino acids, nec- 
essary for making body protein, the 
br»( supply all. while the second, with 
a few ismslble exceptions, ure lucking 
in one or two. 

To use bread or cereals In other 
forms to the exclusion of milk, eggs, 
cheese nnd similar foods is unsafe 
from the stnnd|>oint of health, hut to 
use the lutier foods in greater amount 
than is needed usually adds to the cost 
of the diet. It becomes un importani 
mutter, therefore, to know bow much 
of the perfect protelq food one should 
use. It Is generally agreed that a child 
under six should have either one quart 
of milk a day, or. better siill, three- 
fourths of a quart and one egg. A 
child over six should have a minimum 
of a pint of milk u day and a small 
umouut of the other foods in the group. 

A family consisting of four adults — 
two men and two women — ull doing 
moderately active muscular work, 
should have a qmtrt of milk u day and 
at leust one and a half pounds of oth- 
er complete protein foods or their 
equivalent in milk. % For supplying pro- 
tein a quart of milk may he considered 
the equivalent of eight ounces of tho 
other complete protein foods. 

Depending cn Cereals. 

If the housekeeper decides to depend 
chiefly on the relatively inexpensive 
(creuis, beans and |<euv. for most of 
the protein needed by her family, and 
to use the more exjtenslve protein foods 
only in amounts sufficient for body 
needs, site has on her hands the prob- 
lem of determining how fur the small

were in any branch of the service in the World War. I.ater, 
Weymouth will want to honor all •‘Her Roys, “ami it is important 
that her “Roll ot Honor” shall be complete. 

Let me quote from a communication received from Jesse F. 
Stevens, the adjutant general: 

“At the request of the Committee appointed by the Governor 
to welcome the soldiers, sailors and marines returning home, I 
have the honor to inform you that the Honorable Secretary of 
War and the Honorable Secretary of the Navy have been requested 
to issue a General Order to all Camp Commanders to notify all 
officers and men about to be discharged from the service to 
immediately register with the city or town clerk of their home 
towns upou returning home. 

“This is done so that every city and town may obtain a 
complete list of every man who has served in the Army, Navy or 
Marine Corps. 

“To ussist you in this work and in order that the work of 
registration may he uniform, 1 am inclosing a form of card used 
by this otiice in obtaining the records of all discharged men, and 
suggest that a similar course be followed by your city or town.”

CONTROL OF RAILROADS 

The Gnzette and Transcript lias se- 
cured for publication in next week’s 
issue a most interesting and impor- 
tant article by Wm. G. McAdoo, dir- 
ector of railroads and former secretary 
of treasury. 

In. this article Mr. McAdoo will 
outline the reasons for his recent 
action in asking Congress to extend 
for five years the period of government 
operation and control of railroads. He 
will clear up some doubts that have 
existed as to his attitude on the 
question of government ownership and 
government control. 

There is no after-war problem of 
greater interest than this question of 
what shall lie done with the railroads 
now that the war emergency has pass- 
ed. Whether you ngree with Mr. Me 
Adoo or not on all the points that 
he raises you will find his article of 
the greatest interest coming as it docs 
from the directing head of all the rail- 
roads in the United States.

RED CROSS INSIGNIA 

A plan has been announced for rec- 
ognizing the loyal service given by 
the women and men workers of the 
lied Cross. 

This will he done through the is- 
suance of certificates that carry with 
them the right to purchase and wear 
the Red Cross official general service 
insignia. 

The insignia for a woman will be 
a budge with fibbon, bar and safety 
cutch; and for the men a button to 
he worn in the coat lapel. 

Conditions governing the award of 
certificates are: 

Certificates in recognition of service 
to the nation, through the Red Cross 
shall he awarded to all persons who 
have given regular service during a 
period of not less than six months, in 
which period the actual work done

in chapter production work, done 
outside of the work room such as 
knitting and making of garments, shall 
I be established on a piece-work basis, 
or on the same basis as used in the 
Chapter work room. 

.YU women workers to whom certif- 
icates are awarded for service for the 
minimum period, as specified above 
shall he entitled to purchase the stan- 
dard service badge with u plain ribbon. 

Women workers serving in addition- 
al period equal to the minimum period 
specified shall be entitled to wear on 
the badge in place of the plain ribbon, 
a ribbon interwoven with one stripe; 
and a ribbon bearing an additional 
stripe may be substituted after service 
for each additional period, equal to 
the minimum. 

Blank certificates will be supplied to 
each chapter where they will be duly 
signed and presented to the workers. 

The insignia for the women workers 
who have the regular certificate will 
cost one dollar. 

Workers intending to apply for the 
certificates should do so early this 
month at the rooms of the Weymouth 
Landing Bruuch of the Red Cross.

1 The railroad problem Is todsy one 
|af th* most, If not the most. Impor- 
tant and vital domestic questions facing 
the American people. Our welfare 


the American people, 
and prosperity depend on Its proper 
notation. Therefore It Is peculiarly 
necessary that the facts regarding It 
be Understood clearly ; that tt be set- 
tled not along partisan pollUcal lines 
■or In deference to the prejudices of 
any class; that the American people 
face the Issue boldly and dispose of It 
as courageously as they have always 
(lone with every basic problem they 
have had to meet. 

Let me say Immediately that I have 
no pet theory to advance In discussing 
the settlement of the railroad ques- 
tion. At the present time I am neither 
nn advocate nor an opponent of gov- 
ernment ownership. But while my 
tendency Is against government own- 
ership and In favor of a wisely regu- 
lated private ownership under strong 
federal control, I am frank to say that 
I am not afraid of govefnment owner- 
ship should experience, gained by an 
adequate test, prove that It Is the best 
solution of the problem. We are liv- 
ing In a new dny In America; the 
world Is throwing off old shackles ; we 
must do what seems best In view of 
ascertained facts regardless of pre- 
conceptions. I favor a five-year test 
period because I believe Its results will 
tell us convincingly which is better — 
government ownership or private own- 
ership wisely and adequately regulated 
under the superior authority of the 
federal government. 

Calls Attention to Problem. 

The recent suggestion I made to the 
congress for such a test under pence 
conditions has at least served to con- 
centrate attention on the problem. 
Many of the attacks on the plan plain- 
ly have been dictated by selfish In- 
terests; others Just as plainly are due 
to misunderstanding. 

The suggestion most generally ad- 
vanced by the opposition Is that the 
roads be continued under government 
operation fog the twenty-one months’ 
{period after the war, as provided by 
the present federal control act, and 
that during that time remedial legis- 
lation (there Is an utter lack of agree- 
ment on the details of such leglsla- 
'■ • ed to return the roads

> reasons why such a 
me impossible; first, 
the roads cannot be operated success- 
fully under the present act for twenty- 
one months with the prospect of their 
return to their owners at the end of 
that time approaching nearer every 
day; and second, no adequate and fair 
remedial legislation can be obtained 
rwlthln that time In view of the polit- 
ical situation, and the lack of crystal- 
lization of the thought of the nutlon 
as to what Is the best permanent so- 
lution. In discussing these two points, 
1 must be frank, for the American peo- 
ple are entitled to frunkness. This Is 
their problem, and they are going to 
settle It sooner or later whether cer- 
tain interests want them to or not. 

The most serious obstacle to going 
on with the present system of federal 
control under existing limitations 
while the congress tries to work out 
remedial legislation Is that of morale. 
Some purposely blind people appear 
to think this an Idle argument, put for- 
ward to bolster up a plan. They do 
not know the situation. "No man cun 
serve two masters." 

Face Stubborn Fact. 

The railroad officials and employees 
of the United Stutes are only human. 
If they see the end of federal control 
rbptdly approaching, with their posi- 
tions and their future the constant 
subject of purtlsun political contro- 
versy. und with an entirely different 
.system of control, which will vitally 
affect each individual employee, about 
to go In effect they naturally cannot 
work with undivided thought and at 
the highest point of efficiency ; they 
will be thinking Inevitably of the In- 
terests of the private owners whose 
employees they will soon become, und 
they will puy less and less attention 
to the government officials operating 
the roads. Where the Interest* of the 
private owners and of the government 
clash, as they unavoidably will In 
many cases, employees will hesitate 
iwhlcb Interest to serve. Coufusion and 
|lack of efficiency are hound to result. 
This Is not theory ; this is u stubborn 
fact that must be faced. Alreudy 
signs of the difficulty are beginning to 
appear. With other forms of industry 
this might not be so serious, but the 
‘prosperity and even the lives of mil- 
lions of Americans depend upon the 
discipline und efficiency of the Ameri- 
can rullroud machine 

Then, too, were the effort made to 
continue the present control under ex- 
isting legislation, the railroads, from 
a physical standpoint, might stand still 
1 or even deteriorate during the twenty- 
one mouths' period. Without the co- 

C iperalion of the railroad cor|torutlons, 
t is difficult under the present law to 
(Tarry forward improvements or to ob- 
tain needed equipment. Already many

camp to camp. Foodstuffs, munitions 
and other supplies were rushed to 
ships nt express-train speed. The 
American railroads during the past 
year have functioned for the war pur- 
pose. 

But even In the conduct of ordinary 
business, the record made by the rail- 
roads shines by comparison with the 
record of private control In previous 
years when considered from the stand- 
point of Important traffic. During the 
fall of 1918, there was practically no 
congestion anywhere and we were still 
nt war. Remember the congestion on 
the railroads in the crop-moving sea- 
sons of 1916 and 1917. Toward the 
end of 1916 conditions became so had 
that the interstate commerce commis- 
sion made nn Investigation. As a re- 
sult, Commissioner McChord filed a re- 
port In which he said that “mills have 
shut down, prices have advanced, per- 
ishable articles of great value have 
been destroyed, and hundreds of car- 
loads of food products have been de- 
layed In reaching their natural mar- 
kets." Also that “long delays In tran- 
sit have been the rule rather than 
the exception, and the operations of 
established Industrial activities have 
been uncertain and difficult." 

Became 8imple Matter. 

The accommodation of passengers 
In peace times, and the proper at- 
tention to the transportation of ordi- 
nary freight, become a comparatively 
simple matter once the larger ques- 
tions have been disposed of. No prac- 
tical, Just and experienced man can 
honestly argue that government op- 
eration per se has caused bad service. 
Already needed trains are being re- 
stored ; crowded conditions are being 
remedied ; rules made necessary by 
the war are being done awgyj * 

I touch on such questions t&lefly'ln 
order that there may be no beclouding 
of the Issue by the Injection of false 
premises. No dtsaccommodatlon will 
result to the traveling or shipping pub- 
lic by the extension of the period of 
federal control. The question merely 
Is whether wise and well considered 
remedlul legislation for the return of 
the roads to private control can be 
obtained under exlstiug condition* 
within twenty-one months, and wheth- 
er, even If that were possible, the 
roads could be operated successfully, 
economically and satisfactorily pend- 
ing the discussion by the congress 
and the country, and especially with 
the 1920 presidential campaign ap- 
proaching. 

Neither contingency being possible 
In my Judgment, I Bee no escape from 
the conclusion thut the period of fed- 
eral control must be extended for five 
years, so that un adequute test of uni- 
fied operation may be secured under 
peace, not war, conditions, and neces- 
sury Improvements to terminals and 
other facilities be made, free from 
partisan political Influences, or the 
railroads must be restored to private 
control In the near future to take 
their chances under the old luws and 
conditions which governed them prior 
to the assumption of control by the 
government. 


I would prefer not to 
tics In connection with this problem, 
because primarily It Is an economic 
question. But we must not be blind. 
The American people have been dis- 
cussing the rallrouds for generations; 
almost every man In public life haH 
gone on record on some phase of the 
subject. In 1920 there will be a presi- 
dential election. It Is Idle to suppose 
that under such conditions It will be 
possible during this or the next con- 
gress to secure calm and deliberate 
consideration of the ultlmnte solution 
of the problem, much less a fair and 
adequate permanent settlement. This 
vital question must not be settled In 
the heat or passion of partisan poli- 
tics; It must be dealt with In the calm 
of an lnter-presldentlal election period. 

Some of the opponents of the sug- 
gested five-year extension of federal 
control appenr to do so on the ground 
that the operating revenues during the 
year 1918 will be Insufficient to pay 
the rentals guaranteed to the owners. 
They forget that most of the wage 
Increases granted to employees took 
effect January 1, 1918, whereas the 
Increased passenger and freight rates 
did not go into effect until six months 
later. If Increased freight and pas- 
senger rates had gone Into effect Jan- 
uary 1, 1918, at the same time as the 
wage Increases, there would have been 
do deficit. They also forget that the 
government took over the roads when 
they were completely paralyzed and 
when the greatest congestion of traffic 
In their history was upon them. It 
cost the government millions of dollars 
to clear up the congestion and get the 
railroads running again efficiently. 
They also forget that blizzard followed 
blizzard, and that It cost much money 
to overcome their effects. They for-

be met had the roads continued under 
private control, and to pay for them, 
rates would have had to be Increased. 
Private operation the past year would 
have failed utterly and the deficit 
would have been greater perhaps than 
under government management. 

Economies Can Be Effected. 

Under peace conditions, and with a 
period of five years of federal control 
assured, It should be possible to main- 
tain existing wages and working condi- 
tions and to effect such economies, 
that reductions In rates, both passen- 
ger and freight, ought to follow with- 
in a reasonable time. Unquestionably 
economies cun be effected under uni- 
fied control that cannot be practiced 
under diversified control. Already the 
extra cliurge of one-half cent a mile 
for riding In sleeping cars, Imposed as 
a war measure, has been removed, and 
other restrictions enforced by the war 
are rapidly disappearing. 

Unfortunately some of the opposi- 
tion to the proposed five-year exten- 
sion Is bused on dissatisfaction with 
service given the public during the 
war. It Is argued that conditions have 
been bad, although this Is not true.

In this nge of conservation one of 
the rapst nppnlllng wastes Is the waste 
•f woman-power In doing housework — 
•specially housework In tho farm 
home. In the shop nnd factory, ex- 
perts are constantly on the watch for 
•ny unnecessary waste of effort, to 
see that human power Is not used for 
anything that mcthnnlcal power, 
which Is chenper, could do. The aver- 
age farm home Is run entirely by wom- 
an-power, the most costly kind of pow- 
er to be found anywhere, while a lit- 
tle planning nnd not a great deal of 
money could put In a new equipment 
•r rearrange the old to relieve un end- 
less amount of weariness. 

Take the arrangement of the kitch- 
en. Tho average woman wastes a lot 
ef energy lu useless walking. The 
kitchen furnishings are arranged 
around the wall In such a way that 
she crosses nnd recrosses the central 
floor space from one to another. The 
position of windows, doors and sta- 
tionary furniture sometimes mnkes It 
difficult to udjust things In the most 


Me. One of the major worries of archi- 
tects and contractors In town Is the 
placing of the kitchen sink — women 
seem to he Inexplicably fussy over 
such n small affair. The kitchen sink, 
however. Is not a trifling matter to the 
woman who uses It throe times and 
more a day : no wonder she wants to 
have It In the right place. What she 
generally overlooks nnd what Is more 
Important Is the height at which It Is 
placed. Not one sink In a hundred Is

set high enough for a woman of aver- 
age height and the stooping nnd bend- 
ing over working surfaces that are 
too low puts possibly more drudgery 
Into housework thun any other one 
thing. 

Arrangement of Sink.

GERMAN MISUSE OF SCOUTS 


How Gormnn terrorism hns extended 
even to the perversion of the objects 
of their own boy scout organisation Is 
told by Thomas M. Johnson, a staff 
correspondent of the Evening Sun of 
New York, with the American First 
army In France. He snys: 

"The fear of Germnn boy scouts, as 
much ns anything else, Intimidates 
the German people at home, according 
to prisoners captured In the last few 
days. 

"Several prisoners. Including Prus- 
sians, explain this seemingly strongs 
statement by saying that German boy 
scouts In the cities, lads of fifteen and 
sixteen years of age, have been drilled 
and equipped with machine guns nnd 
placed under orders by the military au- 
thorities and the police — drilled ns 
thoroughly nnd strictly as German sol- 
diers themselves and taught the goose 
step. 

"German civilians, weakened by lack 
of food and knowing the murderous 
power of machine guns, nre In awe of 
these youngsters, who nre beginning to 
give themselves the airs of Prussian 
officers. If this is true, It Is a val- 
uable sidelight on militarism.”

The value of organized boyhood in 
an emergency was fully demonstrated 
In the cities of New Jersey to which 
refugees fled from South Amboy, 
where the explosion of a great shell- 
loading plant occurred. 

No call was Issued for the boys, but 
they responded of their own volition 
and worked as hard ns they could, do- 
ing everything and anything asked. 

Some of the scouts rode with the 
drivers of conveyances which were 
bringing the people from Amboy. They 
helped the refugees Into the cars, car- 
rying babies, bundles and family pets, 
nnd making things comfortable on the 
ride. Others acted as messengers In 
the armories, carried cots and blan- 
kets, swept floors, waited on the can- 
teen workers, passed out refresh- 
ments, entertained the children by 
playing games with them, and, In fact, 
boys could be seen at all times busy 
ns bees, doing everything that wus 
helpful.

This arrangement gives 
more room for the amount of money 
expended than auy other style of 
house. 

Asbestos. 

The property of asbestos which ren- 
ders It of economic Importance Is that 
It Is formed of elastic aud flexible 
fibers. These are sufficiently tough to 
he woven Into a kind of cloth which 
resists Intense heat without fusing or 
burning. Such a cloth was much used 
in undent times. The fact of Its fire- 
resisting properties gave It the name 
of usbeatos — that la, the unconsumable.

Ornamental Lamp Posts. 

There Is no feature In municipal 
equipment that adds more to the at- 
tractiveness of ,a city’s appearance 
than do ornamental street lamp posts 
of artistic and appropriate design. Just 
as the effectiveness of Interior decora- 
tions and furnishings depend in a 
lnrge measure upon lighting fixtures, 
so the beuuty of the street can be en- 
hanced or marred by Its lights. In 
each cose a satisfactory solution of 
the lighting problem consists not only 
In supplying sufficient Illumination but 
also in providing lighting equipment 
that harmonizes with its surround- 
ings and possesses a beauty of its 
own. The old-time lamp post In 
vogue before the days of electricity 
fulfilled the second of these condi- 
tions, but not the first; for, although 
the post Itself was often a work of 
art, Its feeble oil or gas flame seldom 
was equal to the task of Illuminating 
the street. On the other hand, the 
modern overhead arc lamp gives a fair- 
ly satisfactory light, hut the unsightly 
poles, ropes, wires and other equip- 
ment for raising and lowering the lump 
can scarcely he called beautiful. Now 
comes the ornamental street lump post, 
which combines the beauty of one of 
Its predecessors and the utility of the 
other. — Thomas J. Davis lu The House 
Beautiful. 

Plant Trees. 

Let us plant trees as memorials to 
our fallen heroes. Let us plunt trees 
not only along the greut transconti- 
nental highways, as the American 
F'orestry association so opportunely 
suggests, hut let each community 
plant trees for Its own dead in addi- 
tion. 

In Mohammedan countries It Is re- 
garded as un act peculiarly pleasing to 
God and inun to erect drinking pluees 
as memorials for the dead. These 
fountains, with their supply of water 
In arid lands, help greatly to beautify 
roads, to lighten the burden of life 
and refresh bodies and souls, while 
they testify In memorials of stone, 
brick aud marble to beloved dead. 

Let us plant trees as memorials to 
our own beloved dead, whose deeds 
shall live so long as the world lives.

Children's children nre the crown of old 
men: and the glory of children are their 
fathers.— Prov. 17:*. 

Shake hands. Dad. How many chil- 
dren call you that? There are five 
who have called me Dad or Pa or Pop- 
py. Excuse me for mentioning It, but 
I wnnt yon to know that I am no mere 
theorist In this matter of being the fa- 
ther of a family. 

Now here Is some straight stuff: It 
Is father’s duty to give some time ev- 
ery week to his boys and girls. The 
only time I have been able to give to 
mine Is Sunday. My Sundays have 
belonged to the children. 

I have been to church nnd Sundny 
school with them always, beenuse In 
the light of some hundreds of years 
of history, there Is nothing thnt yields 
better returns, In the long run, than 
habitual reverence for God. “Only 
those who believe In Ood do good in 
private,” say the French. 

Sunday afternoons we have always 
taken a walk, when the weather per- 
mitted, or If too stormy, we have reud 
story hooks together, or have tnnde va- 
rious kinds of sernp hooks. 

Much Time to Nature Study. 

In our walks we usually had a defi- 
nite objective. We went to sec some- 
body, or to get n particular view, or to 
visit our favorite trees, or to look for 
some one thing In particular. We 
counted birds’ nests one trip; on an- 
other we searched for cocoons; on a 
third, dug Into old stumps to see what 
we could discover; or looked under 
pieces of wood and bark ; found the 
smallest growing things; collected 
leaves or seed packs of os many kinds 
ns possible; learned the wild flowers, 
the birds, the butterflies and moths, 
the ferns, the trees, the mushrooms; 
mnde collections of colored things — 
flowers, leaves, insects, pebbles nnd 
so forth, and arrnnged them In the 
spectrum order; followed a brook In 
summer with Tennyson’s Brook as a 
guide; followed one In winter with 
Lowell’s Brook (In the Vision of Sir 
Launfal) ns a guide. In a word we 
studied God’s great wonderful out- 
door hook In the afternoon. Just ns dili- 
gently ns we studied the best literature 
In the morning. 

And whnt results? Five open-eyed, 
open-minded, intelligent young men 
and women, devoted to their parents 
and grateful for whnt their heavenly 
father and his children hnve done for 
them, a mother who Is still young and 
happy (because she got a little rest on 
Sunday during those strenuous years), 
to say nothing of a father who now 
thnnks God for the privilege of still 
being n boy though In his fifties. 

Family Interested Own Members. 

We shall never forget those long eve- 
nings in our city home when the girls 
came back from seminary and high 
school, and the boys from Harvard 
and “Tech," and we sat around the 
dinner table together, forgetful of 
time. We were all more entertaining 
to each other than any show ever 
staged, because by this time each of 
the children had discovered his own 
speciul field of Interest and delved in- 
to It beyond the limit of' the others in 
the greut realms of nature and liter- 
ature thnt we had begun to enjoy to- 
gether when they were little children. 
Ench one could therefore make his 
own particular contribution to the de- 
light of all. 

Pool rooms, saloons, clubs, stag par- 
ties? When, will short-sighted, self-in- 
dulgent, arrogant fathers learn that In 
their own wives and children are the 
possibilities of perennial delights and 
solid satisfactions compared with 
which other things are dust and ashes? 

TOYS “MADE IN AMERICA”

“Clear track, toot-toot, dlng-n-lang, 
chu-chu, all aboard 1” all of which 
means that my two-yeur-old Is ut his 
favorite play. 

As I look out of my window I see 
him on his kiddy car, pushing along 
with his sturdy legs und pulling u 
train behind him consisting of an iron 
locomotive and three cars. Ills point 
of departure is the “stutlou,” proclaim- 
ed a center of truffle by u “wind-up 
auto-delivery wagon,” a small one- 
horse curt full of “wocks,” and u two- 
mule curt In which sits Seruphlna. his 
rag doll, holding her baby. His objec- 
tive Is “Tybee” ut the other end of the 
long, straight piazza, so called after 
the island of that name which we fre- 
quently visit' In the summer. A gate- 
way. built up of 1-inch cubes aud long 
brick-shape pieces of wood, murks the 
eutrunce to the ‘'island." 

Boy has been playing this way the 
better purt of 'uu afternoon, with an 
occasional bit of encouragement from 
elder sisters near by. He is playing 
with things that afford plenty of room 
for original work, manipulation, und 
Imagination, the auto toy being the 
Dearest approach to a mechanical one, 
and the one he cares least about. Ev- 
erything he has is solid und substan- 
tial enough to he really used' and en- 
joyed. 

Made in Our Own Country. 

As 1 watch him racing up aud down 
In his kiddy . car, I wonder at his 


control over It until I study Its »..«nr 
nnd excellent mechanism. Its front 
wheel can turn In any direction. Its 
steering gear Is strong and easily man- 
aged. nnd It Is mnde entirely of wood. 
Both carts are nlso of wood, ns well 
ad the mule and horse, and all are 
well painted and strongly put togeth- 
er. The cars are pnlnted red. white 
nnd blue, so I know they are made In 
our own country. The rag babies we 
made ourselves, nnd although they are 
"of a crudeness." they are none the 
less beloved. The blocks were mnde 
hy measure at a wood yard. Being 
large and easily handled, n child can 
build gates, bridges and platforms 
with them big enough to walk under 
or upon, and strong enough to stand 
firm after they are built. 

Our older children when they were 
small played principally with Imported 
dolls dressed In native costumes. And 
1 can remember that my brother and 
1 had handsome books brought from 
England, thnt my finest dolls were 
French nnd his regiments of toy sol- 
diers came mostly from the lnnd of 
militarism. 

But our baby hoy, born during the 
world war and forced to rely on sturdy, 
home-made toys, Is much better off. 

Lesson for Mothers. 

There Is n two-fold lesson here for 
us mothers. One concerns the chil- 
dren themselves nnd the other goes far 
nfield Into the laws of econoftilcs, world 
production nnd the like. 

We have found thnt our own sub- 
stantial, wooden, easily-handled play- 
things are whnt our children need nnd 
want. Children’s hooks we have 
nplent.v, the most artistic, I suppose. 
In the world. And then we can de- 
mand well-made, pretty American 
dolls. It only remains for us to hold 
to all these, nnd prove our patriotism 
hy refusing to buy foreign manufac- 
tured toys, even If they are put on 
the market again later on. 

A fnr cry, Isn’t It, from baby boy 
with his “toot-toot, dlng-a-lnng, chu- 
chu,” on the piazza, to the law of sup- 
ply and demand nnd the regulation of 
one of the great industries of the 
world? But In just such ways we are 
now tlndlng out how great problems 
must be handled. We nre going back 
to our earlier and simpler days, when 
we shall discard the nonessentials as 
so much waste nnd rubbish. Let us 
begin, then, at the beginning and stick 
to toys — made In America.

I wonder how tnuny boys and girls 
would like to support nnd care for a 
little French orphan this winter? I 
know one whose name Is Marie Gold. 
Some people call her Marigold. You 
can buy her for ubout five cents. She 
comes In a little paper package, and 
when you look at the seeds inside 
you will wonder how a nice little 
French baby Is going to come out of 
that. But If you plant those seeds, six 
of them, in a little three-inch pot you 
will have anywhere from four to six 
French babies poking up out of the 
soli. 

Fill your flower pot to within an 
inch of the top with nice garden soil. 
If you hnve none suved up you can 
buy a little from the florist. Then lay 
four or six seeds carefully on top, 
cover them with one-quarter Inch of 
soil and press this soil down carefully 
with your Ungers. After u week or ten 
duys you will see pushing up and out 
the first of your six* orphans. 

Little Marie Gold will grow to be 
about five Inches tull and then she will 
hnve n bright, golden flower head. She 
Is a little dwarf aud never grows any 
taller. Out Id the garden In the sum- 
mer grows her American cousin, quits 
tull ; but little French Marie Gold 
never reaches, even outdoors, mors 
than eight inches in height. It will 
tuke nhout six weeks from the time 
you plunt the seeds to the time when 
she blossoms. 1 know of no little flow- 
er child so hearty, so cheerful, and so 
easy to raise us she. 

All the boys and girls who can get 
a box or a little pot of some soli may 
have French marigolds blooming In- 
doors In the winter. They are no 
trouble to care for, because ull they 
need is a little sunlight und an oc- 
casional drink of water. Wult until 
the soil around them gets very dry 
und then give them* plenty of water to 
drink. Flower children nre like reul 
children ; they need kind treatment 
und good care. So look out for little 
French Marie Gold, and she will blos- 
som and smile away ut you. 

To Mothers — I know of no little 
plant so easy to raise nnd so satis- 
factory In results us the French mari- 
gold. Do not make the iqlstake of 
buying the seeds of the common Amer- 
ican marigold, for it will not do as well 
as Its little French sister. Neither Is 
It as dainty, nor us attractive to chil- 
dren. 

How New York Got Nickname.

IN A BELGIAN CITY— No. 58. 

Somewhere in Belgium, 
Am. E. F„ Oct. 27, 1918. 

Since my last letter a few days ago, 
a brief hike has brought us to this 
fairly large city (of Belgium). While 
l cannot tell you the name or where 
it is, perhaps 1 can give i brief des- 
cription of a very interesting morning 
of exploration and sight seeing, ns 1 
have a little time before dinner. 

We arrived late yesterday. Because 
of the shortness of the present days 
one could not do much looking around. 
As we were all fairly tired from 
the days hike, it was a late supper, 
arid then a case of turn In. It seemed 
good once more to sleep in buildings, 
a good change from the cold wet 
ground and pup tents. And what do 
you think it was? A case of up one 
flight, a long time since 1 have as- 
cended stairs for the purpose, over 
two months at least. It was a room 
four sides to be sure, a complete 
roof was missing, and open spaces 
testified once of probably having win- 
dow frames and glass. Well all this 
did not prevent having a good night’s 
sleep for us all. no exceptions and 
what a pleasure to wake tip and see a 
clear blue sky and the sun shining. 

A good hearty breakfast of rice, 
bread, Jam and coffee then a good 
wash made one feel tip top. Soon 
many of the hoys were strolling a- 
round, and so many eyes, ever alert, 
kept one almost as busy bearing the 
other fejlow's description as you your- 
self had time to see. The Village 
Square is large, surrounded on its 
four sides by buildings, not of just 
one story, but in many cases of 
two, three or four. In the centre 
a good collection of some of our en- 
emy’s recent deadly field weapons of 
all sizes. To and fro, on all approach- 
ing roads, almost an endless line of 
traffic of all kinds. Troops, horses, 
autos, prisoners of war. I never saw 
so many different kinds of troops 
of all the Allied Nations, and in great 
numbers. 

Close to the Square, a huge cath- 
ederal with a massive tower of a new 
style to ns. It was a pleasing style 
very rich and beautiful, and only in 
spots banned. A couple of words will 
describe what was once the beautiful 
interior— it was a MESS.

REUNION OF EDITORS 

Ernest H. Pierce of the Revere 
Journal was re-elected president of the 
Massachusetts Press Association com- 
posed of the editors of suburban 
papers at its 49th annual meeting and 
dinner ut the Vendome, Boston on 
Monday. The editor of the Gazette 
being In attendance. Governor Cool- 
idge and Dr. A. E. Winship of the 
Journal of Education were guests of 
honor and spoke. After the dinner 
the 75 editors and their guests went 
to Keith’s Theatre, where seats had 
been reserved for them. 

Governor Coolidge in his address 
said "The problem of Massachusetts 
during the war was to get men en- 
ough to carry oh work ; now the 
problem will be to get enough work 
for the men. During their absence 
some of their places have been suc- 
cessfully tilled by women and there 
may be difficulty for the men in get- 
ing their old positions back. We 
must take care of the returning sold- 
iers and those who have been engaged 
in war work.” The Governor urged 
that extensive building operations by 
State, county and town officials would 
help to solve the after-war problems. 

Dr. Winship said that the war was 
not between democracy and autocracy 
as was generally supposed but between 
democracy and aristocracy. “We have 
been trying to give the world more de- 
mocracy, and now we must give the 
United States a better democracy," he 
declared. 

Other officers elected by the associa- 
tion were: First vice-president, L. C. 
Hall of Wareham; second vice-presi- 
dent, Gardner E. Campbell of Wake- 
field: third vice-president, Alexander 
Starbuck of Waltham: secretary, Wil- 
liam J. Heffernan of Spencer; treas- 
urer, John Temperley of Newton; press 
agent, J. Lee Robinson of Cambridge; 
historian Alexander Starbuck, of Wal- 
tham. 

MEMBERSHIP CAMPAIGN 

Frank W. Whitcher, president of the 
Massachussets Chamber of Commerce, 
when interviewed as to the reported 
plans of the State Chamber to raise 
a fund of $75,000 for the purpose of 
lighting Bolshevism said: 

The Massachusetts Chamber of Com- 
merce has no intention of raising 
funds for tin* purpose of lighting Bol- 
shevism. Socialism, or any other kind 
of ’ism’. The report to the contrary 
is an error. The chamber is planning 
to raise $75,000 through an underwrit- 
ing for I lie sole purpose of financing 
the regular work of the organization 
during tin* next eighteen months pend- 
ing the outcome of a membership cam- 
paign. I very much regret lliut this 
interpretation should have been placed 
upon the purpose of the meeting held 
at (lie Boston City Club last Friday, 
January 10, for it credits the organi- 
zation with an intention that lias never 
been considered. 

"As intelligent thinking men who 
are earnestly striving to plan wisely 
for the future welfare of this great 
• State aud Nation, we believe in using 
the Massachusetts Chamber of Com- 
merce as a vehicle for creating a 
strong and vigorous patriotism."

The opening of the Sinn Fein par- 
liament In Dublin, with Its formal proc- 
lamation of the Independence of Ire- 
land. wns perilously near to being a 
comedy, but mny well develop Into 
tragedy Inter. Only 25 members were 
present, the others being In Jail. They 
elected Charles Burgess speaker nnd 
appointed Count Plunkett, Arthur Grif- 
fiths nnd Prof. Edward De A^alera a 
committee to present to the pence con- 
ference at Paris the claims of Ireland 
to self-determination.

In this the British fooled 
them, not desiring to create any more 
Irish martyrs than necessity compels. 
If Count Plunkett tukes the Sinn Fein 
declaration to the peace conference It 
is likely to be quietly pigeon-holed. 


Will Sit in Assembly at Weimar 
Which Will Frame the New 
Constitution. 


Must First Cease Military Operations 
— Majority Socialists Victors in 
German Elections — British 
Plan for League of Nations 
Presented — Irish Par- 
liament Meets. 




Despite mnny riotous demonstrations 
by the Spnrtacans nnd Independent 
Socialists, the German elections for 
the constltutent assembly were held 
and resulted in n substantial victory 
for the Ebert faction. The Majority 
Socialists elected more representatives 
than any other group. The former Lib- 
erals, now called the Germnn Demo- 
crats, were second, and the Spartacans 
and Independents were snowed under, 
winning only In Frnnkfort-on-the-Maln 
and Brunswick. It was estimated the 
Mujorlty Socialists would hold 65 per 
cent of the seats. The nntlonnl assem- 
bly Is to meet on February 6 In Wei- 
mar, capital of the grand duchy of 
Snxe-Weimar-Elsenach, In deference to 
the demand of the south German 
states, which wished to have the con- 
vention ns far as possible removed 
from the Influence of Prussia. Kurt 
Eisner, the Bavarian premier, failed 
of election to the convention. 

The most radical elements In Ger- 
many are making capital out of the 
brutal murder of Llebknecht and Rosa 
Luxemburg, the Spartacan leaders, and 
In many places genern) strikes were 
started In protest. Bremen was re- 
ported to be In the hunds of the work- 
ingmen, who had seized the barracks, 
the banks and public buildings and dis- 
armed the garrison. At Remscheld 
all work wns stopped. There were 
serious riots In Lelpslc and other cities, 
but in Berlin the disturbers were scat- 
tered by the firm measures adopted by 
Gustav Noske, head of the government 
police. 


Copenhagen. — The German Nntlonnl 
Assembly will he opened at Weimar on 
February 2, according to a Berlin dis- 
patch. 

Thirty-four women have been elect- 
ed 10 the national assembly. 

The former Nntlonnl Liberal parly 
was the only party which elected no 
fkoincn delegates to the national as- 
sembly. The Majority Socialists elect- 
ed lo women, the Independents 3, the 
Democrats 5, the Clerlculs 7, and the 
Conservatives 4. 

Reports from all the 27 electoral dis- 
tricts In Germnny, returning the full 
number of 421 members of the nation- 
al nsscmbly, show the Majority Social- 
ists having a plurality in the assembly 
with 104 votes. The next highest 
number of members was returned by 
the Christian People’s party, the for- 
mer Centerlsts, who will have 88 mem- 
bers. The distribution of the members 
by purtlcs Is as follows:

Renllzlng that they cannot establish 
pence In the world while Russia Is at 
war with herself und her neighbors, 
the supreme council of the peace con- 
gress has Invited all Russian factions 
to send representatives to the Princes’ 
islands In the sea of Marmora, that 
they may there confer with representa- 
tives of the associated powers with a 
view to bringing about nn understand- 
ing by which Russia may work out her 
®wn purposes lu peaceful ways. It 
was stipulated that the Russian 
factions must first cease all military 
action, and the Invitation made plain 
that the allied powers had no Intention 
or desira of Interfering with the right 
lusslans to settle their dlffer- 
*helr own way. February 15 
the date of the opening of 
.ice. 

This solution of the Russian prob- 
lem was presented to the supreme 
council by President Wilson and in the 
main Is on the lines of the action pro- 
posed by Premier Lloyd George. At 
first the French, who admittedly are 
afraid of the spread of bolshevtsm In 
their own country, were opposed to 
treating in any way with the Russian 
bolsbevlsts, but they yielded to the 
opinion of the majority. It was be- 
lieved thnt the contending factions 
would accept the invitation, since their 
resources are nearly exhausted. The 
bolshevikl were severely defeated very 
recently In northern Russia, and there 
are numerous and extensive peasant 
risings against their rule in the terri- 
tory they have controlled. 

It Is understood that the allied com- 
missioners who will meet the Russians 
will state these four conditions as be- 
ing Indispensable In bringing about an 
adjustment : 

First — Pence at all points. 

Hecond — Removal of all economic 
barriers which restrain the free circu- 
lation or exchange of food and com- 
modities between the factional zones 
and the outside world. 

Third — General elections on a repre- 
sentative basis. 

Fourth — Some ndequnte arrange- 
ment for the puyiuent of debts. 

The plan of the supreme council 
was very badly received by the antl- 
bolshevlk Russian leaders uow In 
ParlB. Their comments were bitter lu 
tha extreme and Sergius Sazanotf, rep- 
resentative of the governments of 
Ukaterlnodar and Omsk, declared be 
would not sit lu conference with the 
traitors who hud betrayed Ids country.

The American people, and especially 
those of the rich agricultural states of 
tbe North or South, of the East or 
West, cun look about them at their 
own happy und prosperous communi- 
ties and easily picture In their minds 
the Soinme section of France before 
tho wur. But It Is impossible to pic- 
ture thut same section as It Is toduy.

pursuers. But American boys and 
English boys and French boys broke 
down thnt barrier, and they have to- 
day arraigned that criminal at the 
world’s bar of justice, where he Is be- 
ing tried for hls. crimes. The Ameri- 
can people are a part of the Jury that 
is trying him, and I have tried to pre- 
sent but a small fraction of the evi- 
dence against him. 

It Is safe to say thnt the verdict may 
be left with the American people, with 
the French people, with the English 
people, with the Belglun people, and 
that they will sentence the Boche to 
puy and pay and pay for several gen- 
erations until there has been bred out 
of him and hls children that Idea thut 
might 1 b right and that he can over- 
throw the civilization and the free- 
dom of the world to gratify hls own 
selfish purposes.

Tipperary was at oace placed 
under the crimes act, which means Its 
Inhabitants are under much the same 
restraint as the people In the occupied 
parts of Germany. The murder may 
be the beginning of a new period of 
terrorism and assassinations. 


CAPITAL RENTALS ARE HIGH 


One of the worst beatings the bol- 
shevik! of Russia have received was 
after the capture of Narva by the 
Esthnniuns, and the victors declare It 
amounted to a complete rout. The 
EstlmnlRn army at once moved on 
Petrogrnd, taking many prisoners and 
guns. London heard that Trotzky or- 
dered the governor of I’etrogrud to 
surrender the city without a struggle. 
In the Archangel region the bolshevik! 
kept up u vigorous attack on the ad- 
vanced positions of the Americans and 
loyal Russians and were boasting thut 
In the Kndish vicinity they would drive 
the ullles Into the White sea lu March. 
They seem to he well supplied with 
artillery and shells, but are gaining no 
material advantages. 


8 um Paid by President Washington 
' for Residence Would Not Bo Con- 
sidered Extravagant Coday. 


Rentals of $2,500 to $5,000 a year 
are not remarkable. There are hun- 
dreds of apartments In this city which 
rent for more, u great deal more, and 
it Is likely thut the new constructions 
in the best apartment-house sections 
contain no suites as cheap us $2,500. 

When New York was the cupltul of 
the nation and Washington the chief 
executive there were few who paid as 
high us $1,000 u year for homes. Rec- 
ords show thut George Washington 
paid $2,500 a year for the use of the 
McComb mansion on Broudway while 
president of the United Btutes. As 
first citizen of the country it was al- 
lowable that he should pay so high 
rental, but ouly tbe president paid 
unythlng like that amount. He got u 
good deal more for bis money than 
the mun who puys $2,500 for an upurt- 
ment today. 

The McComb house was oue of the 
finest homes In the capital. It wus 
built by the best architect in the 
colonies and great care and no small 
amount of money were spent lu the 
construction of the house, which was 
large and had many splendid rooms. 
It had beautifully laid out grouuds 
and from a business standpoint wus 
Ideal because it was only a short dis- 
tance from Federal hall at the north- 
east corner of Wall and Nussau 
streets, uow the subtreusury. Wash- 
ington extended himself when he paid 
this rental, although one of the rich- 
est men In the colonies. 


While new republics are springing 
up overnight In Europe, the reaction- 
aries of Portugal have broken out and 
proclaimed the restoration of the mon- 
archy.

The 
secret treaty between the entente al- 
lies guve to France tbe control of Syria 
and Armenia and now comes the king 
of the Hedjas, represented at Baris 
by his son, Prince Felsal, asklug com- 
plete Independence and autonomy for 
the Arabian state of the Hedjas to 
consist of Syria, upper and lower 
Mesopotamia, Yemen and Nejd. The 
conference Is asked to send a commis- 
sion to learn the desires of the peoples 
Involved. The k'ng of the Hedjas and 
his troops gave the British very con- 
siderable aid in the conquest of Pales- 
tine.

The ending of the war has plneed 
additional obligations on the Amercan 
people. We have not only our friends 
the allies to feed, but our former ene- 
mies must also be kept from starva- 
tion. 

The larger part of the people of the 
evncuated regions are destitute; they 
mast have food and this country is 
the only place It may be had in suf- 
ficient quantities. This menns that 
wo will be asked to get along with less 
inents, fats, grains and sugar and 
make up the difference with things we 
can grow in our own gardens. The 
home gardens of America must be re- 
lied upon for a larger proportion of 
our living than ever before. 

Potatoes, beets, carrots, peas, corn 
and tomatoes are among the most Im- 
portant garden crops from a food 
standpoint. Radishes, lettuce, onions, 
cucumbers, turnips, squash, cabbuge, 
cauliflower, spinach, parsnips, egg- 
plants, peppers, etc., add to the va- 
riety. 

Potatoes, peas, beets and carrots 
can be planted almost as soon as the 
frost Is out of the ground, and then 
can be followed by the more tender 
crops as soon ns the ground has be- 
come reasonably warm. 

When there Is sufliclent room an 
asparagus bed should be planted, also 
rhubarb and the small fruits, particu- 
larly raspberries. 

Larger grounds afford room for 
grapes, blackberries, currants, goose- 
berries, strawberries and possibly a 
few upples, peAches, pears, cherries 
and plums — and the children especial- 
ly enjoy and thrive on plenty of fresh 
fruit.

Australian Authorities Recognize Ne- 
cessity of Town Construction 
Along the Latest Ideas. 

The great mind of France, renas- 
cent, Is manifesting Itself In the field 
of town planning. She has a central 
town-planning commission "with sub- 
agencies throughout France, for the 
rebuilding and replanning of not only 
the cities destroyed by the guns, but 
also the others outside the war zone. 
Belgium's parliament, sitting In 
France todny, hns passed a city-plan- 
ning law. In readiness for the peaco 
which will restore her to a place In 
the sun. What an example, and on 
Inspiration for us who sit here in 
peace and security. 

America hns shown us a splendid 
example In the organization of her 
military towns. The town planners 
were mobilized under Mr. Olinstead’s 
leadership and they co-operated with 
the military and engineering experts 
in building training camps for millions 
of soldiers. She has spent £25,000,000 
on 10 model military cities on the most 
modem lines. Bousing and planning 
are going hand In hand under the 
United States government’s encour- 
agement and supervision. 

If for no other reason, the calling 
of a conference Is Justified by the 
fact thrft the government of Queens- 
land has made our deliberations clus- 
ter round the welfare of the returned 
soldiers, and has Invited us to apply 
the resources of the town plnnner to 
the problem of mnklng those who have 
fought for our lives and liberties hap- 
pier than they could possibly be under 
the old conditions. We eagerly re- 
spond to this invitation and I hope 
that out of our deliberations may come 
practical and helpful schemes that 
will assist the returned soldier. — Sir 
Sam Hughes. 


COLD STORAGE 
PLANT IS AiD 

Enables Farmers to Hold Their 
Perishable Products. 

CO-OPERATIVE PLAN ADOPTED 


Ice Can Be Kept All Summer In In- 
expensive Mouses if Proper Care 
Is Taken When It Is Packed 
In Winter.

In some sections of the country 
fnrmers nre building co-operative cold- 
storage plants for the proper storage 
before shipment of perishubrfe farm 
products. 

The accompanying illustrations 
show the perspective and floor plan 
of n moderate-sized, well-built cold- 
storage building. It Is intended to 
encourage the proper boxing and ship- 
ping of farm produce In n way that 
will secure the respect of purchasers. 
Produce properly handled, uniformly 
packed in the proper carriers and 
shipped In refrigerator cars pleases 
customers and ussures future sales. 

The plnn of this cold-storage plnnt 
provides a packing room where the 
work of handling is done to the best 
possible advantage. 

Next to the packing room Is a pre- 
cooling room, 12 by 14 feet in size. 
This Is for the purpose of taking the 
heat out of newly arrived fruit and 
truck from the farms before being 
loaded into refrigerated cars or places 
in the cold-storage room proper. In 
either case this pre-cooling room an- 


dle of summer, sometimes even be- 
fore the month of June, the Ice would 
nil he gone. 

Yesrs ago It was considered neces- 
sary to moke very expensive walls to 
keep the Ice front melting and a great 
many experiments have been conduct- 
ed for the purpose of finding out the 
best way to build Ice houses. The 
right principle of refrigerator build- 
ing has confused builders of ice 
houses, and some of them have not 
yet recognized the difference. 

An Ice house Is Intended to preserve 
Ice while n refrigerator Is Intended to 
mijko rse of It, economically, of 
course, but when n piece of Ice Is put 
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Floor Plan. 

Into a refrigerator It hns a mission 
to perform. It Is required to take the 
heat out of other material to preserve 
food products and It must dissipate It- 
self In the process, while ice Is placed 
In the Ice house to stay, to be pre- 
served until wanted for use. 

An open shed will preserve Ice, or 
It may be piled up In a field and kept 
all summer by simply putting a cover 
over it to keep oft the rain and an 
Inner cover of sawdust to keep out 
the air. Such a crude way of keeping 
Ice Is necessarily wasteful, but not to 
the extent popularly supposed. 

Roof Must Be Tight. 

It Is quite possible to put a cube of 
ice twelve feet through In a cheaply 
constructed building aud so pack it 
with sawdust ns to keep It In a very 
satisfactory way until wanted during 
the summer months. The roof must 
be tight because water dropping often 
In the same spot will bore a hole 
through the suwdust covering down 
to the Ice; warm air will follow and 
we all know that air must be kept 
nway from Ice or It will melt rapidly. 

Drainage Is nnotlier very important 
consideration. The bottom must be

ROAD WORK AWAITED PEACE 


Small Amount Money Expended Be- 
cause of Desire to Conserve Labor, 
Money and Transportation. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart* 
ment of Agriculture.) 

Although $14,550,000 wnB available 
for expenditure on the post roads from 
the federal aid road act, only $425,- 
445 was paid from federal funds In the 
highway construction season of 1018 
on all projects. The reason for this, 
according to the annual report of the 
secretary of agriculture, was the 
steps taken to conserve money, labor, 
transportation and materials In high- 
way work during the war, and at the 
some time to facilitate really essential 
highway projects. 

In connection with the federal aid 
road work, a letter was addressed to 
each state highwny department ask- 
ing that a program of federal aid con- 
struction be submitted nt the earliest 
possible date, In which would be in- 
cluded only those projects which the 
state highwny departments considered 
vitally necessary to the transportation 
facilities of the country. 

At the request of the capital Issues 
committee, engineers of the depart- 
ment were made avnilnble for inspect- 
ing and reporting upon proposed high- 
way and Irrigation and drainage bond 
Issues. Inspections were mnde of 181 
separate projects, Involving total bond 
Issues of $3fi, 01 2,390. An arrange- 
ment was made with the fuel admin- 
istration whereby highways of special 
Importance should receive enough bi- 
tuminous material to provide for ade- 
quate maintenance, and, where neces- 
sary, to permit construction nnd recon- 
struction. From May 13, 1918, when 
the co-operation became actively effec- 
tive, until the close of the fiscal year, 
2,235 applications, calling for 75,000,- 
000 gallons of bituminous material, 
were received from states, copntles and 
municipalities. Of this amount ap- 
proval was given and permits were Is- 
sued for 58,000,000 gallons.

As 
a result, the United Stutes highways 
council, consisting of a representative 
from the department of ugrlculture, 
the war department, the rallroud ad- 
ministration, the war Industries board . 
and the fuel administration wus 
formed in June. During the first four 
months of Its existence the council 
passed upon about 5,000 applica- 
tions, Involving nearly 4, 000,000 bar- 
rels of cemeut, 3,250,000 tons of stone, 
1,140,000 tons of gravel, 1,207,000 tons 
of sand, over 77,000,000 brick, and 
nearly 20,000,000 pounds of steel, aud

held at Buffalo, an Interesting paper 
was read on frost-proof foundations 
for hard-surfaced pavements, In which 
U wus suggested that the sub-grade 
should be laid with a course of hollow 
lile of say four-inch height, overlaid 
with a foundation of two to four 
Inches of concrete. On this, the pav- 
ing material may be laid. The tile 
acts as a non-conductor of heat, pre- 
venting the frost from penetratlug to 
the sub-grade and also acts as a drain 
for moisture. Should frost reach the 
sob-grade, the tile will break under 
(he pressure and to Insure Its break- 
ing, the tile may be scored at the bot- 
tom. The overlying concrete will 
bridge the breaks In the hollow tile. 
This will prevent upheavals of the 
pavement. — Scientific American.

The cold-storuge room is 21 by 14 
feet In size, with a high ceiling to 
hold produce In considerable quantity. 

The other room In the main part of 
the building holds the ice. 

Good Construction Required. 

To be satisfactory a cold-slomge 
building requires good construction. 
This plan provides u good, solid, con- 
crete foundation with walls and foot- 
ings solid enough to be permanent. 
There are concrete floors laid as a 
foundation 'for the insulation. Above 
the regular Insulation is a carefully 
mnde floor of cement. 

The walls and celling are made the 
same as the floor with the exception 
of the concrete floor underlayer. 

Waterproofed Insulating board Is 
used all around the cold-storage room 
and the Ice room, as shown In the 
cross sections. 

It will be noticed that the packing 
room and pre-cooling room are built 
in the annex to the muin building und 
have lower ceilings. The space be- 
tween these ceilings and rcof is util- 
ized for the storage of packing mate- 
rials. 

Such buildings are useful In com- 
munities where small fruits aud veg- 
etables are grown to be shipped some 
distance to large market sections. The 
man in charge of the cold-storage 
plant attends to the packing und load- 
ing. so that the packages are uniform 
und true to weights, measures and 
grades. The farmers simply grow 
the stuff and haul it to the packing 
house In packiug trays. The man in 
charge keeps track of each farmer’s 
account and rendera a statement the 
drat of each month. 

Ice Easily KepL 

It Is easy to keep Ice all summer 
if you know how. When ice is btored 
away for summer use and leaka away 
before it la wanted there Is a reason 
for 1L In tbe first place there must 
be a sufficient quantity of ice together 
to keep cold, and there must be pro- 
tection against warm air ana there 
must be no leak in tbe roof. 

Some of the first farmer Ice bouses 
were built underground or partly so. 
It often happened that drainage was 
Imperfect and that water accumulated 
In and around the bottom of tbe bouse 
and melted the ice so that by tha said 


nlr-tlght, but it must be porous enough 
to allow water to percolate through. 
For this reason a base formed of rough 
stones covered with cinders und the 
cinders covered with a foot of saw- 
dust makes u good bottom. A very 
satisfactory substitute is made by 
laying small round poles In the bottom 
of the Ice house covered with straw 
and the straw covered with suwdust 
ubout a foot deep. 

There is u good deal in packing the 
Ice in the house to make it keep well. 
It should be put In during cold weu til- 
er and ull the chinks carefully filled 
with broken Ice and the whole mass 
well frozen together by pouring on 
water. By doing this very carefully 
the ice can be frozen together utmost 
solid so the uir will ull be forced out. 

There should be u space of u foot 
between tbe Ice und the sides of the 
house ull arouud aud this foot filled 
In with sawdust tumped dowu. The 
suwdust should be at least u foot 
deep on top of the ice; 18 laches Is 
better. . 

Must Have Attention. 

A great deal of Ice Is lost during 
the spring months when the weather 
is getting warm, but not warm enough 
to require the use of Ice In the re- 
frigerator. During these weeks the 
Ice house Is forgotten, and It melts 
a little and settles. The settling proc- 
ess opens cracks iu the wet sawdust 
aud some of these cracks will extend 
through to the Ice. After the house 
is tilled aud covered with sawdust It 
should have attention ut least once 
u week. If the sawdust Is kept pucked 
down well all around aud on top tbe 
ice cannot melt very much. 

There are other details to think 
about, such as ventilation and shade. 
It Is a great help to have tbe bouae 
shaded by a large tree or another 
building. When tbe aun beat* down 
hot on top of tbe roof tbe temperature 
inalde tbe bulldiug la a greut deal 
higher than it would be with tbe roof 

shaded. 

In choosing tbe location conveni- 
ence In using tbe ice should be con- 
sidered in preference to convenience 
In filling tbe Ice bouse, because tbe 
filling 1* done in a day or two where- 
as tbe unloading process occupies sev- 
ered month* and require* innumerable 
trip* between the kitchen aud the ice

About n year and a half ago n num- 
ber of mothers In a small town peti- 
tioned their school board for n public 
klndorgnrtcn. They knew thnt there 
were nt least 2G children In the com- 
munity who would attend and thnt 
there was a vnennt room In one srhool- 
house which could be used for the 
purpose. Bqt the school board con- 
tended thnt there were too many 
other expenses for the eotnlng year nnd 
thnt the town could not afford to es- 
tablish a kindergarten. 

The mothers, however, persisted In 
tlielr Idea thnt the need for n kinder- 
garten was very great, nnd after many 
months of patient work they succeed- 
ed In persuading the school commit- 
tee to give the use of the vacant room. 
A class of eight children 1ms now been 
started, nnd It Is In chnrge of n young 
pupil kindergnrtner who Is taking this 
work ns her senior practice teaching, 
charging only a small sum for each 
child. She Is full of enthusiasm nnd 
the work has been progressing steadily 
under her Inspiring direction. 

The children who attend the kin- 
dergarten nre nearly nil from good 
families. It Impressed me strongly ns 
I canvassed the town In search of 
pupils, thnt the very parents who 
could nnd did give their children 
every possible advantage were the 
ones who were quick to realize the op- 
portunities In kindergarten training. 
Other parents, whose children were 
“running wild" physically and men- 
tnlly, so to speak, would say: "We 
don’t think our child needs to go to 
a kindergarten,” or "We cannot afford 
to pay so much for Just having Mary 
amused.” 

Like Well Managed Home. 

All mothers should know thnt the 
klndergnrten Is not a place where a 
child Is “Just amused,” nor is It a 
school room where facts nre drilled 
Into a child’s head for hours at a 
time. A well-mnnnged klndergnrten 
Is like n well-mnnnged home, a place 
where the children may develop nat- 
urally and normally. In the kinder- 
garten they do this to the very best 
advantage under the careful guidance 
of n teacher trained for -her work nnd 
In the companionship of other chil- 
dren. 

After a kindergarten has been 
stnrted, mothers should visit It fre- 
quently nnd nttend the mothers’ 
meetings which the klndergnrten con- 
ducts In order to explnln to them the 
purpose of the klndergnrten nnd how 
they may help Its work nnd Influence. 
In this way they will come to under- 
stand the value of .the games nnd 
other activities of the kindergarten, 
and will gain ninny helpful ideas nnd 
suggestions, which may be used 
equally ns well in the home as ia the 
klndergnrten. 

And right here should he pointed 
out the opportunity the klndergnrten 
mother or the mother who knows 
something of klndergnrten methods 
has in her community. She can stnrt 
the right spirit among the mothers 
and children all about her If she so 
desires. She can form mothers’ clubs 
nnd have a klndergnrten training 
teacher or supervisor give tnlks. The 
spirit of kindergarten games can be 
carried Into the whole community, 
gathering In the fathers nnd mothers, 
and thus greatly helping the child wel- 
fare movement. 

How Mothers Applied Methods. 

I know n mother who never had 
any klndergnrten training, hut be- 
came Interested in It when her babies 
were small. She read all the books 
she could And on the subject and 
visited many klndergnrtens In order 
to understand more of the vulue of 
play as Froebel explains It. Then tbs' 
mother began to upply Froebel’a 
methods systematically in the home 
education of her children. One of 
her daughters when she grew up 
became a student of mathematics and 
the mother always says thnt the first 
lesson in mathematics began when 
her daughter was a little girl and 
wore curls. As the mother brushed 
the curls each morning, the child 
would count, and add and subtract 
them and thus uu instructive us well 
as a merry game was mude out of 
what la usuully a tedious perform- 
ance. 

This mother has brought up four 
children, but even though the boys 
and girls are h 11 grown, this family 
has uever lost its play spirit. Ilow 
far we stray from the path of youth- 
fulness and joy in starving the pluy 
aide of our makeup ! A mun is old 
wnly when he has lost the love of 
play. It is not merely. “Come, let us 
live with our children,” but "Come, let 
us play with our children.”

The Five Billions at $50 Apiece 
Should Be Compared With 
What the Kaiser Wanted. 


Preparations are already making for 
the Fifth Liberty Loan, which the peo 
pie of the United States will be asked 
to make toward the world war. It will 
come In the spring, probably some- 
time early In April. 

The total amount will probably be 
somewhere near the size of the Fourth 
Loan. A five billion dollar total looks 
large, but it does not look as large 
as It did In 1917 to a people 100,000,000 
strong who have learned to save and 
lend to the government. 

When this Loan looks Insignificant 
and puny, even If It Is put on top of 
all the loans which preceded It, la 
when it Is compared side by side with 
the billions Germany would have de- 
manded of America if the Kaiser had 
won the war. 

This Is the way to compare the two 
possible endings of the war. Put one 
beside the other, tho two chances of 
paying for the cost of the world war 
which the people of this country had 
before them one year ago. 

The United States has come Into 
victory and ponce. One of the great- 
est forces it employed to win victory 
was tho great fund which the people 
put Into its hands to fight for civiliza- 
tion. 

But the Government has not yet 
financed the needs of the last chapter 
of effort. Three months hence it will 
ask for a loan with which to accom- 
plish this work. It will call In the 
Fifth Loan for money to pay the ex- 
penses of peace and reconstruction.

It may he recalled that when Comls- 
key felt compelled to make n change In 
management In midseason away back 
In 1005 he selected Fielder .Tones, 
though, according to accurate informa- 
tion, he wns not on speaking terms 
with Jones at the time. 

Just why Rowland wns dismissed Is 
n mntter left unanswered by Comlskey. 
Outside of saying that he felt It a 
matter of his best Judgment In bis 
effort to give Chicago fans the best 
possible baseball results, the South 
side leader bad nothing to say. 

It will be the first attempt of "Kid’' 
Glenson ns a manager of a bnll club, 
though tlie “Kid" will be fifty-three 
years of age this yenr and has served 
more than 30 years In the professional 
game, 20 or more ns a conch. He be- 
gan Ills baseball career in 1887 as a 
pitcher with the Scranton, Pa., club, 
and later developed into a star second 
bnsemnn. He wns a member of the 
famous Baltimore Orioles from 1898 
to 1805, and played with the New York 
Giants from 1800 to 1000. He ended 
bis career as u player with the Phil- 
lies in 1007. 

Rowland gained his bnseball fame ns 
a “bush” leaguer mid bad no major 
league experience before coming to 
the White Sox la 1015. He bad man- 
aged several clubs In the Tliree-I 
league, and was the lender of the 
Peoria, 111., club of the Three-1 league 
when Comlskey hired him. 

Rowland lauded the White Sox In 
third place In 1015, Ills first year as 
manager of the club, nnd finished sec- 
ond in 1010. The following year the 
team won the American league pen- 
nant nnd defeated the New York 
Giants for the world’s championship, 
hut In 1018 they finished sixth in the 
pennant race.

church spire blown off, a mine crater 
in the middle of the road, and In 
nearby fields. A French calvary dash- 
ed by. We passed a hastily abandon- 
ed German gun at cross-roads, not 
an unfrequent sight, a dead horse here 
and there on the road. 

Very early we stopped at a fairly 
good sized place, which we found to 
bo the home of a miller. A big wind- 
mill (brick) rather badly shattered by 
shell holes; the house only harmed in 
the rear by flying fragments of the 
mill, most of the shell holes appar- 
ently by German shells, bombarded 
when they had left. The folks at a 
house later told us, the enemy had 
used it for a signal and observation 
tower nnd peVjinps were afraid the 
Allies would make the same use of 
it. Incidentally the folks said thnt 
when the Germans toon messages 
from wires suspended to the house 
into the house it was necessary for 
the folks to sit at attention in the 
kitchen throughout the' proceeding, 
one of their Hun oppressions. The 
house was in fairly good condition 
some things had been taken nnd used 
by them nnd nbout all the live stock. 

At this place we set up our first 
dressing station of this new drive. 
Tills preparation used up the balance 
of the forenoon nnd during the P. M. 
and evening, the wounded came in 
fnirly, regularly. A small group nct- 
ed ns day crew the Pest of us got 
a little rest for night work. My 
humble share thnt night was the duty 
ot an outside guard. This position 
allowed me to see much that went on. 
The wounded were tenderly brought 
In, their wounds neatly, quickly apd 
carefully dressed by a doctor aided by 
fellows that acted as assistants. They 
were given hot drinks of coffee, choc- 
olate or soup made comfortable as 
possible nnd soon went to a larger 
hospital further behind the lines. A 
couple of Huns had their wounds Just 
as carefully dressed, and two I saw 
were rather badly cut up. Witnessed 
the early barrage and sunrise, then 
n good breakfast, after which I had a 
good forenoon sleep, for when I awoke, 
the sun shining, it was dinner time. 
One interesting spectacle Just after 
dinner was the preparations and oper- 
ations necessary to the moving for- 
ward, a huge Ally observation balloon. 
Will tell you more about it some other 
time. About the middle of the after- 
noon the orders came to move the j 
dressing station forward, part of com- 
pany immediately moved so as to get 
set up before dark in the new loca- 
tion, the rest of us followed a few 
hours later. We started out to hike 
but after a short hike were picked up 
by our convoy of ambulances and car- 
ried to our destination. It was dark 
when we arrived and of course great 
fun fooling around in the dark for a 
good place to get a little sleep. The 
company being divided into details so 
that tl»e station remained open all the 
time, those that were to work the next 
day were told to turn in and get a 
.little rest. In a small shed of sticks i 
•oT wood; its sides of closely woven ! 
straw, filled with farming tools, we 
cleared a space spread down a good 
thickness of straw on top of this our 
blankets, it surely did make a com- 
fortable bed. So comfortable that it 
afforded such a good nights rest that 
the dropping of bombs as shown by 
Claters in the morning did not awaken 
ut and these were as near as 10 and 
10 yards. Yes I did enjoy a good 
nights (full) sleep on a nice bed, 
three of us together, warm, dry and 
cosy. An early breakfast and instruc- 
tions to be ready to move forward 
as the enemy was retreating so fast 
it kept our doughboys busy keeping 
up with them. As I stood there 
u-ady to fall in, Davis bv chance came 
up in his new machine and asked for 
an orderly, Just t lie chance I had 
looked for. and particularly to be team- 
ed up with Hoy. So without much 
ceremony I climbed aboard shouting 
to those in charge nearby, I was an- 
swering the driver's request and we 
were off. Since then I have been 
continually on the machine and in my 
next letter I will tell you of our trips. 

Find my letter is getting quite long 
so will close this one and take up 
(lie subject next time. Today’s mail i 
Nov. 8, again favored mo strong, as 
l drew Dad's letter cf Oct. 13.
